Emtio Princeps. This edition is excessively rare and 
valuable ; it has neither paging-figures, catch-words, nor sig- 
natures. Maitt&ire, who first gave a description of this volume, 
supposes it to have been printed by Zarotus, at Milan, about 
1470. and took no inconsiderable pains to prove that it was really 
printed by the above-mentioned printer ; and subsequent biblio- 
graphers have coincided with him in this # supposition* among.* 
which number may be ranked the fol{Cnff*3g- Pinzef, pvhufi9,« 
Saxius, De Bure, Ernesti, Harles, BdfcferDihdni, afld Brunet. 
Gesner found the text of this edition so tccJtirfctq aijdpure, 
that he esteemed it of manuscript authority : bis words are; 
44 Possideo exemplum primae quae adhuc innotuit editions, 
44 cuivis libro manuscnpto facile comparaqdum, quae"«^ditao 
44 cum nullam editoris loci, temporis, expressam mentionem 
44 habeat, ne titulum quidem s. indicem, conjecture, nescio quam

“ circiter 1470, a Maittairio adsignatur. Literee sunt ejus

Beneath these verses are 
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18 more. A full page contains 26 lines. After the Carmen 
Seculare, on the reverse of the 74th leaf, we have the following 
tetrastich (which the compilers of the Bibliotec. Portatil. v. ii. 
p. 94,) considered to be so much in the style of Mombrizio, the 
corrector of Lavagna’s press, that they supposed it to have 
been executed by mat printer in 1469 ; (in tne copy inspected 
by Santander these verses were placed at the end of the 
volume ;)

This edition is equally rare with die preceding, but still less 
known. De Bure saw a copy in the Doke de la VaHifere’s 
Collection, of which he has given an account in his Bibl. In- 
structive : Mr. Dibdin inspected one in the possession of Lord 
Spencer, and Brunet states that he has seen two. De Bure 
observes, that the characters of this edition bear a very dose 
resemblance to those of the Catullus, Tibullus, Propertius, 
and Statius, which was printed in 1472, by Jo. de Colonia; 
and the reason which this bibliographer adduces in support of 
this supposition is, that these four poets were bound up toge- 
ther with this edition of Horace in the original wood-binding ; 
which circumstance seems to insinuate that this edition was 
intended to form part of a collection of these five poetical 
writers, by the same printer, and that it was printed a short 
time after. I shall endeavour to present my reader with as 
accurate an account of the contents, as from the few descrip- 
tions which have been given of this volume, I may be enabled 
to learn : it commences on the recto of fol. 1. with the first Ode 
of the first Book, as follows ;

Aftef the Odes, &c. the 
Art of Poetry commences, which occupies eight leaves ; after 
which the Satires and Epistles succeed ; but this arrangement 
is not alike in all copies ; in that which De Bure inspected the 
following order was observed ; the first part of the volume was 
occupied by the Odes, after which the Art of Poetry was ar- 
ranged ; which was followed by the Satires, with the following 
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head-line ; 

Quinti Horatii Flacci sermonum liber primus ad 
Mecsenatem. Satyra prima. 

The Satires are subjoined, and last of all we have the Epistles : 
at the end of this copy, as well as of the one before described, 
are the following verses ;

A page consists of 33 lines. This volume com- 
prises 123 leaves ; it is printed in a round Roman character, 
and has neither paging-figures, catch-words, nor signatures. 
Brunet informs us that F. Didot’s copy sold for £31. 11s. lOd.

Mediol. 4to. 1474. A pud Zarotum. 

The first edition with a date ; it is extremely rare and valu- 
able : the text appears to have been either taken from the same 
MS. as the Ed. Pr. or from the Editio Princeps itself, for in 
those few passages where I have compared them, I have 
found exactly the same readings ; but it is not free from typo- 
graphical errors. It is briefly called “ perrara” in the Cat. 
Bibl. Pinell. v. ii. p. 325. The following arrangement is ob- 
served in the disposition of the contents of this volume : 1st. 
we have the Odes, Epodes, and Secular Poem, which are im- 
mediately followed by the Art of Poetry, and the Satires; with 
the Epistles the volume concludes; which consists of 123 
leaves, on the reverse of the last of which, after the colophon, 
is the following line ; 

“ Quisquis haec coemerit : ntinq pcenitebit” 

This printer pub- 
lished, for the first time, in this year, the Commentaries of Aero 
and Porphyrio, which are considered by Mr. Dibdin as a part 
of this volume ; but they were, in my opinion, printed sepa- 
rately ; though, perhaps, intended by Zarotus as a supplement 
to the volume now under description ; for an account of which. 
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refer to it under the head of Commentaries, Ac. A copy of 
this edition was sold at Dr. Askew’s sale for £9. 19s. 0d. ; at 
Loire’s for £36. 7s. 6d. There* is a copy in the Bodleian.

This edition is 
supposed to have been preceded by one containing the Odes 
and Art of Poetry only, illustrated with the Commentaries of 
Aero and Porphyrio ; it is absque ulla nota, and is supposed 
to have been executed by Guldinbeck, at Rome; which sup- 
position is strengthened by the similarity of the characters of 
this edition to those used by that printer in printing his * Summa

“ Few books,” says Mr. Beloe, “ are so scarce as the 
“ above ; besides Lord Spencer’s copy, two more only are 
“ known, namely, one at Wilton, and one in Count Delci’s 
41 collection .” Maittaire, Panzer, Ernesti, and Santan- 

der, erroneously call this edition an 8vo. which error Mr. Dibdin 
has copied into his Introduction, but corrected in his Bibl. 
Spencerian a. It has neither paging-figures, catch-words, nor 
signatures ; a full page contains 26 lines. On the recto of fol. 
1. it commences with the following title ;

Of this edition very little is known ; Panzer describes it as 
being extremely rare, and as haying been seen by no one ex- 
cept Morell. u Rarissimis edd. adnumeranda est 99 is the 

obsenration of Harles respecting it, in his Suppl. ad Brevior. 
Not. Lit Bom. v. i. p. 407. Mr. Beloe describes it as being 
<* one of the scarcest books in the world, and which has eludea 
u all our collectors 9 anxious wishes to procure. 99 It does not 
appear to haye been known to any of the bibliographers. A 
minute description of it may, however, be found in Giustiniani, 
Baggio istorico-critico sulla tipografia di Napoli, p. 46, (1793).

This edition is both rare and yaluable, and is sought after by 
amateurs ; the execution is yery beautiful ; it is supposed by 
Mitscherlich to have been printed from that of Zarotus, pub- 
lished in 1474. It commences, in large capitals, thus :

There is a previous edition, said by Maittaire to have been 
executed by this same printer (in 1477,) the existence of which 
is extremely doubtful ; “ Una eademque videtur esse quae p, 
49 127 et 133. a Maittario memoratur Roratii edit&o Veneta a.

B. Lat. r. i. p. 496, note R.) The first, then, that I shall de- 
scribe, will be that of 1478. This edition, which was the most 
ancient one with which Bentley was acquainted, and which he 
thought was really the first, is highfy spoken of by him ; but 
modern critics do not think so favourably of its merits : it is 
elegantly printed. In the following year, 1479, this printer 
published a reimpression of this edition, whieh, Mitscherlich 
says, is even more incorrect than the preceding ; in refutation 
of the suppositions of some bibliographers, who have supposed 
this to be the same edition with feat of 1478, he states, that 
though the pages of these two editions exactly correspond, 
there is a material difference in the characters of both, which in 
this (1479) edition are not so fine as those of the preceding. A 
copy of the former edition, at the Duke de la Vall&re’s sale, 
brought £6.

A very rare and beautiful edition, and the first which pre- 
sents us with the commentaries of Landino. Gesner highly es- 
teemed both the edition and commentaries. “ Hanc inter 
principes recte ponit Gesnerus,” observes Ernesti, Fabr. B. 
Lat. v. i. p. 407. In this edition is the celebrated Ode ad- 
dressed to Horace by Politiau, the beautiful language of which 
will be a sufficient excuse for extracting it, and affording my 
reader an opportunity of perusing so exquisite a piece of com- 
position :

In the Harleian Catalogue it is esteemed one of the greatest 
curiosities in that collection ; which copy is now in the posses- 
sion of Lord Spencer.

By way of apology for the publication of these Epistles, the 
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editor (Job. Hon onus CrispOs,) in a prefatory address to Mat- 
thew Lupinus, observes ; “ Superioribus diebus a quibusdam 
** adolescentibus stndiosis rogaius, lit Epistolas Horatii lectione 
ft quoting ana interpretarer ; ne desiderhun eomm frustrarer, 
“ promisi me facturum, quod vellent.” This edition is by no 
means of common occurrence. 

Venet. 8 vo. 1501. Apud Aldum. 

This edition is exceedingly rare and valuable, and is the first 
of this poet which issued from the Aldine press ; it is printed 
in a neat Italic character, and forms a beautiful companion to 
the Juvenal and Virgil of the same date. On the 143rd leaf 
is the following singular extract from the privilege granted to 
this printer ; “ Jussu, mandatoue 111. P. S. Q. V. Nobilis. 
“ Literator. Plebeie. Impressor. Mercator. Meroenarie quis- 
“ quis es, Id genus characteres Decenniumne attingito. Libros

207,) we find an edition of the works of this jpoet, which is 
stated to have been printed by Aldus in 1503 ; it is there said 
to be so exceedingly rare as to have hitherto eluded the re- 
searches of bibliographers; respecting which, Renouard ob- 
serves, that Mr. Edwards added to the Catalogue of M. Paris 
a great number of works which he had purchased in Italy and 
elsewhere, on the assertions of Italian booksellers, who in- 
formed him of this edition, and many other Aldine publications, 
which are all equally extraordinary . It would appear that this 
insertion in the sale catalogue of an important collection of 
books, ought to confirm the reality of its existence, because it 
is supposed that he who made the catalogue has inspected all 
those books which are inserted in it; but at the sale neither 
this edition, nor several others, some of which are alluded to 
by Renouard, whose existence are equally imaginary, made 
their appearance. See his Annales, t. i. p. 72. In 1509, 
Aldus reprinted that of 1501, with the addition of a tract < de 
metrorum generibus,’ and some short notes : it is nearly as 
rare as the original edition, but it is more correct ; yet not so 
much so as Aldus would have it appear to be, for in his prefa- 
tory address to ‘ Tafredo Carolo y he assures him that great 
pains have been taken with it, and that it is infinitely superior 
to that edition. In 1519, Aldus published a third edition, 
which is formed on the basis, or is rather a reimpression of that 
of 1501 : it is the most correct of all ; it was followed by a 
fourth, in 1527.

Bibliographers are divided in their opinions respecting this 
edition ; Mr. Dibdin calls it an “ excellent and very scarce* 
one ; Brunet styles it 44 trfes-incorrecte.”

This is the most magnificent and correct edition which has yet 
been published : it is executed in a bold character, on a stout 
clear paper. It was formed on a collation of several MSS. and 
editions ; among the latter those of Muretus, Fabricius, Lam- 
binus, Cruquius, Pulmannus, Torrentius, and Dacier, were 
principally consulted. At the end of the volume are 38 pages 
of notes, which are chiefly critical and emendatory. See 
Eroesti, Fabr.

“ Combe, does not appear to have consulted the authors, from 
“ whose works the notes are taken, very diligently, nor to have 
“ incorporated their critical emendations and remarks with much 
“ care. Waddel, in particular, has proposed many ingenious 
“ readings, and some judicious interpretations, that are not at 
14 all noticed. Wakefield and Taylor also, though formally 
“ mentioned as auxiliaries, have reason to complain of being 
“ passed over in silence. Baxter, Bentley, and Gesner, appear 
“ to have furnished by far the greater part of the notes in the 
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“ second volume; but in the first we find more variety. 
“ Though the present work consists of two large volumes in 
44 quarto, yet we are sorry to remark, that some things are 
“ omitted which ought to have been there, and that we have 
44 found, notwithstanding, throughout the whole, much heavy, 
44 uninteresting, and superfluous matter. We believe, indeed, 
44 that the eyes of many readers are disgusted, and their pa- 
“ tience soon wearied out, on seeing the text of a favourite 
44 author swallowed up by notes and conjectural criticism. 
44 This is eminently the case with Dr. Combe’s book, and 
44 often, where there is no difficulty, or, at least, such only as 
“ might have been removed in a few words. But as the va- 
44 riorum edition is often unnecessarily tedious without being 
44 full or satisfactory, so it is sometimes unpardonably brief, 
44 where it should have been copious, and, perhaps, diffuse. 
“ We must farther remark, that, in so extensive a work as the 
44 present, the purchaser might reasonably expect to find every 
44 thing necessary to elucidate the text of Horace ; and we are 
44 of opinion that the eutire omission of such parts of ancient 
44 mythology, history, and geography, as incidentally occur, 
44 will be thought a very great defect. We cannot help re- 
44 gretting it the more, as we see so many columns that might 
44 have been more profitably filled. For these reasons we feel 
44 ourselves obliged to say, that the variorum edition of Horace 
44 is, at the same time, strikingly redundant and deficient. We 
“ do not however deny, that the notes and prolegomena contain 
44 a valuable treasure of critical and philological learning. We 
44 complain that it has not been judiciously selected and 
44 arranged, that redundancies have not been retrenched, and 
44 that deficiencies have not been supplied. With regard to the 
44 typographical merits of the present work, they must be ac- 
44 knowledged to be great. It is printed on fine wove paper ; 
44 the type is excellent, and the press-work extremely clear and 
44 neat. The margin also is spacious, and the arrangement 
44 such as does the printers much credit. But we are sorry to 
44 add, that all these beauties are disgraced by a slovenly 
“ negligence and inaccuracy which pervade the whole.” Cri- 
tical Review for November, 1796, p. 256-64.

There is a great deal of uncertainty respecting the real date 
of the impression of this edition. Eraesti supposed it to have 
been the first “ Prima Justini editio est Romana sine anni 
“ nota apud Udairicum Galium, cum versibus illis notissimis.

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I shall, however, here present my reader first with an account 
of the Juvenal, and afterwards of the Persius, and leave him 
to form his own conclusions.

Mait- 
taire, De Bure, Brunet, and others, suppose that the Persius 
forms a part of this volume ; whilst, on die contrary, some very 
respectable authorities state that they are undoubtedly too se- 
parate editions ; though from the circumstance of finding two 
editions of two different authors, without any date, &c. bound 
up together in the same volume, and evidently executed with 
the same characters, it naturally leads to a supposition that 
they were really printed in the same year. Panzer is doubtful 
on this point, but supposes each to have been executed in 
1470, and styles the Juvenal “ Editio prima.” Audiffredi 
thinks it probable that they were printed separately, but fur- 
ther observes; “ Non viaetur itaque duos hos Poetas, una

fol. Absque Ulla Nota. (Et Persius.) 

This is a beautiful and ancient edition, a copy of which, in 
the Catalogue of the British Museum, is said to have been ex- 
ecuted by Vindelin, of Spires, about 1470, and is styled 
4 Editio Princeps,’ (which I have now before me ;) it has a 
margin of considerable amplitude, and, with the exception of 
the first few leaves, which are a little mildewed, is remarkably 
clean. Before I offer my reader any conjectures respecting the 
name of the printer, or the date of its impression, 1 shall first 
present him with a description of the volume. It has neither 
catch-words, paging-figures, nor signatures. On the recto of 
the first leaf the Satires of Juvenal commence, preceded by the 
following titular prefix, thus ;

gures, nor signatures. Santander supposes it to have been 
printed by Laver, at Rome, about 1475.

Before I conclude my account 
of the most curious and rare editions of the fifteenth century, I 
shall briefly inform my reader of a few choice ones, which the 
fear of rendering my Manual of an unwieldy size prevents me 
from entering into a more copious detail of. The first is a 
very ancient edition of Juvenal and Persius, supposed to have 
been printed by Gering, Crantz, and Friburger, about 1471 ; 
it is a folio volume, and is exceedingly rare : there is a perfect 
copy of it in the Library belonging to St Mary Magdalen Col- 
lege, Oxford, of which copy Mr. Dibdin has given a descrip- 
tion in the second vol. p. 221-22, of his Bibl. Spencer. The 
second is an edition of Juvenal alone, printed by 4 Jacobus de 
Kviziano/ sine anni nota, which is supposed to have been 
executed about 1473 ; at the end of which are six verses, com- 
mencing thus ;

&C. &C. &c. 

The third contains Juve- 
nal alone ; it was printed at Venice, in 1476, in folio, and con- 
tains, ybr the tint time , the Commentaries of Calderinus. The 
fourth is a volume of very great rarity, containing Jnvenal and 
Persius ; it was executed by John de Westfafia, at Louvain, 
in 1476, in an extremely neat Gothic letter: this printer 
was highly celebrated for Iris Gothic characters, which, with 
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the exception of those of Jenson, and some few other printers, 
were the most beautiful which were used in the fifteenth cen- 
tury. Lambiuet, in his Recherches, observes ; “ Jai vu k la

Of this date there were two editions printed* of one of which 
Rupert speaks very highly, but his account of the Aldine edi- 
tions is very confused and indistinct : the one, which is the 
preferable edition, has the Aldine anchor in the title-page, and 
the subscription : Venetiis in aedibus Aldi, et Andreae Soceri. 
Mense Avgvsto. m.d.i. in capitals, and is regularly paged ; 
the other has neither the anchor, nor puging-figures, and the 
subscription, which, in the preceding, is in capitals, in this is 
in italics. Rupert, who was ignorant of the existence of two 
separate and distinct editions of this date, has cited two others 
besides this, one in italics, without date, and a third in 1636 ; 
but Renouard has clearly shewn the one tine anno to be a 
counterfeit, and observes, that in consequence of the Greek 
quotations in the sixth and ninth satires of Juvenal, not being 
inserted, which he accounts for very satisfactorily ; that the 
printers had no Greek characters in their office (at Lyons.) I 
shall here subjoin an intimate description of these (i. e. the two 
first) Aldine editions of these poets, which are undoubtedly 
published at two different periods. I may, 1 believe, infer that 
the one now under description is entitled to the greater claim 
to precedence of the two. It has neither catch-words nor 
paging-figures. On the recto of the first leaf, which has nei- 
ther paging-figure nor signature, we read the title, as follows ;

The difference between the type and general appearance of 
the second Lyonese edition and tnat of Aldus are so great, that 
no one, in my opinion, at all acquainted with the publications 
of that printer, or possessing the least particle of that delicate 
discrimination, which the better informed connoisseurs possess, 
would hesitate for an instant in pronouncing it to be a spurious 
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edition ; it if, however, my duty to give such a description as 
may enable the unskilful to determine the genuineness of the 
volume.

44 notes, that we can scarcely decline a distinct examination of

04 relation to Juvenal, and contain few explanations of his ob- 
u scure passages, few critical comments, and no various read- 
“ ings. In fact, they all bear the marks of having been com- 
“ posed under the influence of spleen and disgust, very natu- 
94 rally excited against the various abuses of the duties of an 
99 editor, by which the present author has peculiarly suffered 
44 in the hands of his German commentators : but, though pam-

44 and if we may continue ignorant for a time of the whole 
44 meaning of particular passages, in consequence of the odop* 
44 tion of this method, it may be for better than putting the ge- 
44 neral effect to hazard by perpetual reference to notes at the 
“ bottom of every page. Yet we may venture to assure Mr.H* 
44 that few of bis readers will be satisfied with a single perusal, 
44 and that they wiU be too much interested by his ropresenta* 
44 tion of Juvenal, not to wish for a complete acquaintance wi* 
44 him. An important feature in these notes still remains to be 
44 observed ; and it would be vain to dissemble our surprise at 
44 many of the criticisms on aneient and modern authors which 
44 they contain. The opinions, however, from which we dis- 
44 sent, are much too numerous to be confuted, or evenexa- 
“ mined, in tins place ; and we must be satisfied with entering 
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M a gmmft protest against them. We are man WiKag to

“ we are confident that all, who are capable of feeling his 
,f powers in the former character, will readily forgive his omis-

44 as a scholar, but of great political importance in his day, 
44 being employed in the most conspicuous public functions. — 
* 4 The assistance he rendered to the revival of learning, by his 
44 care and superintendence of many of the earlier printed 
44 books, was very considerable, and justifies the following 
44 concise biographical sketch. He studied the Greek language 
44 under Chrysoloras, and married his daughter Theodora, who 
49 was a very accomplished and beautiful woman ; and the in- 
“ ducement with Philelphus to many her was to avail himself 
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“ of the opportunity of perfecting himself in the Greek language, 
“ which he effected m the greatest purity of the Attic dnleot 
“ On this subject, however, Poggius tells a very different tale, 
u and imputes to Philelphus crimes of the basest in gratitude 
“ and seduction. No two individuals were ever more hostile 
“ for a time to each other than Poggius and Philelphus. They 
“ were, however, finally reconciled, and became intimate friends. 
“ Philelphus, after residing at Constantinople, at Bologna, Flo- 
“ rence, and Siema, settled at Milan, whence he was driven by 
44 the plague/’ (an account of which will be found in his most 
interesting Epistles ;) “ but again returned, and resumed his 
“ literary pursuits. He was afterwards induced to go to Rome 
“ from die munificent generosity of Pope Pius II. who not 
44 only settled a pension upon him of 200 ducats, but presented 
44 him a manuscript of Plutarch from the Vatican. It is la- 
“ mentable to say, that notwithstanding the splendid promises, 
44 and occasionally splendid presents of Popes and Potentates, 
44 he died in great distress and poverty. His original works 
44 were veiy numerous. The reader may see a catalogue of 
“ them in Chauffepie’s Supplement to Bavle, article Philelphe. 
“ I subjoin one anecdote to enliven the dryness of this narm 
“ tive. Philelphus had once a dispute about the quantity of a 
“ syllable with one Timotheus, and it was agreed between 
“ them that Philelphus, if convinced of being in the wrong, 
44 should forfeit a sum of money ; but that Timotheus, if mis- 
“ taken, should have his beard cut off. Philelphus was con- 
“ queror, and was inexorable. The vanquished would have 
“ compounded for a fine, but was obliged to submit, end lose 
“ his beard. The following inscription to the memory of Phi- 
“ lelphus, by Hieronymus Balbus, is preserved by Phil. L&bbe : 

“ I tala Cecropiae Pallas conjuncta Minervae 

“ Et stetit et cedidit morte Philelpha tu&.”

Mauutius, apme of which are very bold, are not all equally 
happy : it is extremely rare and much sought after.

“ complete edition. Tollius, although a commentator, was a

notes, which are very good and useful, and at the end of the 
volume are some various readings obtained from a collation 
of a MS. belonging to Dr. More, and good indices. “ Mais

Tina edition is excessively rare, the first copy was de- 
scribed by the Abb6 Morelli in the catalogue of the Pinelli Li- 
brary; it is undoubtedly a very ancient one and perhaps 
printed very soon after the Editio Princeps, which Panzer 
and the Bipont editors suppose to have been the first Mait- 
taire in his Annals of Typography barely mentions it, it is 
printed with a character exactly similar to that used in the 
Horace, Florus and Plutarch, which are supposed to have been 
printed by Zarotus. Panzer describes it as 44 Editio rarissima, 
“ eaque princeps and the Bipont editors, “ Editio rarissima, 
44 et forte omnium princeps.” I shall now proceed to give the 
reader a bibliographical description of it, Morelli’s shall be 
given in a note. 41 The text is preceded by two lives of the 
Poet, the one is taken from a very ancient MS. and is entire ;

parallel with the two extremes of the last verse of the text ;

may be drawn, it appears to bear a close resemblance to the 
third edition (Sine Anni, Loci, et Typographi ind.) described 
by the Bipont editors, who refer to Panzer, v. iv, p. 473, (which 
copy is described also by Beloe, in his Anecdotes, v. iii, p. 354-5,) 
but these two Bibliographers (Panzer and Beloe) state that it 
has signatures, a — p ; and the former that a full page contains 
only 36 lines, while that described by Mr. Dibdin contains 40, 
this latter e<fition exactly corresponds with that described by 
the Abb6 (Morelli in the catalogue of the Pinelli Library, v. it, 
no. 4677 ; see note*) but to conclude, there has so much con-

It will now be necessary to give the reader some little 
information respecting the contents, &c. Though we read in 
the table of the contents inserted above, the various tracts of 
Philostratus and Callistratus, announced by the printer, yet it is 
certain that no copy has ever been discovered which contained 
them ; it is either probable if this title was published originally 
with the contents, that finding the volume sufficiently bulky 
without those authors, be did not proceed in printing them ; or 
that, perhaps, he intended them to form a second volume or Sup- 
plement, though he has not printed them, if such had been his

• The omission of the words xwpwt *** Hmemn necessary to complete the 
last line, was absolutely requisite in order to get {tie line within the page with- 
out interfering too much with the margin. 
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intention. Brunet supposes the titles to have been inserted 
subsequently, and by Junta (in 1517) and that he, having in 
his possession a number of copies, to get rid of them, added 
the * Opuscpla’ of Philostratus, to render his book equally 
complete with that of Aldus, which on account of the additions 
it contained, was greatly injured by the publication of this. 
With respect to the new title, concerning which there has 
been before some question, I know, says he, that both the 
Greek and Latin characters with which these dtles have been 
printed, are those of Junta, and that they differ from those 
which we find in the body of the work : it is that which pre- 
vents me from subscribing to the opinion of Mr. Dibdin (Bibh 
Spencer, v. ii, p. 147) who supposes that this dtle was printed 
at the same dme as the book itself, because it is printed on the 
first sheet.

44 De Bure and others, call this the first edition of 
44 Lucretius, which it is not. But it is exceedingly scarce and 
u curious. The Colophon has ofter exercised the sagacity of 
14 Bibliographers, 4 Paulus hmtc impressit Fridenperger in 
44 4 tierona, qui genitus est in Petauia alae magnse, ab incaraa- 
44 4 tione Christi : mcccclxxxvi. die nigesimo octauo Septem- 
44 4 bris calen. Octobris.’ Alas magnae is by Maktaire in-

M a strong confidence that we shall not be suspected of being 
44 actual by any resentment against a person who must him- 
“ self feel the chief evils of a restless, impatient, intolerant, 
“ mind. We think it indeed most lamentable, that a man 
“ whose proper occupations are study and polite literature, 
44 should be so little able to command himself, as to fall into 
44 extravagances of political conduct, injurious ultimately to 
44 himself and family. Too many instances of this spirit appear 
44 completely out of their places in this edition of Lucretius, in 
44 the form of political verses, allusions to the glories of France, 

4 4 and aspirations after similar changes here, with prophetic in- 
“ timations of their approach.’ In such a farrago, abuse of us 
4t and our work, as supporting all that Mr. W. wishes to see 
44 overthrown, is virtually the highest compliment, and though 
41 we owe no gratitude to the author, we cannot but approve 
44 the tendency of his conduct towards us. We see however, 
44 in his pages not the slightest tincture of that character, which 
44 he has very early in his Preface bestowed upon himself. 
r ‘ • Si quis unquam diffidens mei/ A most extravagant self-con- 
«* fidence, on the contrary, is every where conspicuous, except 
“ in a few of the prefatoiy flourishes; and though his maturer

The other epigrams 

follow after in regular order. Santander and Brunet state that 
it ends with these two verses ;

Santander supposes that the type is that of George Laver, 
who printed at Rome. “ Audiffredi (p. 414) calls this edition 
the sister, but the elder sister, of the Silius Italic us, edited in 
1471 at Rome, by Pomponius Lsetus. Both are in the same 
rude Roman character ; it is probable that Pomponius super- 
intended both. The type, according to Audiffredi, is less 
worn in the Martial thau in the Silius Italicus, but he enter- 
tains not the smallest doubt but that both issued from the 
same press. The only peculiarity which can occasion any 
dispute is this ; the diphthong formed from the conjunction of 
the a with the e occurs very frequently in the Silius Italicus, 
but it is not found in the Martial ; but this difference is what 
induces Audiffredi to believe that the Martial preceded the 
Silius; but excepting this distinction, no other of any kind 
exists in the two books. The letters, great and small, are 
precisely of the. same form and magnitude in both. But Audif- 
fredi goes yet further. He is of opinion that this edition 
exhibits marks of still greater antiquity than that of Venice, 
by Vindeline Spira, usually termed the first, which is generally 
assigned to the year 1470, though in Audiffredi’s opinion not 
till 1472. In this edition there is no title prefixed to any of 
the fifteen books, nor does the name of Martial himself any 
where appear.”

At 
the end of the volume we read the usual colophooic verses of 
these printers, commencing with “ Aspicis illustris lector, &c.” 
after which is the following line (from which we learn the 
date of impression) immediately after the last verse of the 
colophon, thus ;

A very beautiful edition, elegantly executed in a Roman 
character, and very rare. It has signatures, but no paging- 
figures or catch-words.

A very rare edition, upon which the Curious set a particular 
value ; there are several copies of it on vellum, one of which 
is in the collection of his late Majesty ; a 2nd in the Royal Li- 
brary at Paris ; a 3rd in Lord Spencer's ; and a 4th in Collec- 
tion of the late Mr. Quin, of whom Renouard observes, “ Tun 
“ des amateurs actuels qui ch£rit le plus les livres, et qui 
** s’occupe avec on soin indefatigable a embellir son int£res- 
“ sante collection, dans laqnelle se trouve aussi le sen! volume 
M des Elsevier, qu’on connoisse imprime sur veiin : Dan . Hein- 
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stHt De Ckmtemptu mortis, 1621, in-12.” Mr. Quin’s copy 
(purchased at the Pinelli sale) cost him 83& 12s.; “ not an 
“ extraordinary price, considering the beauty and exquisite 
“ condition of the vellum.” Harwood. This edition was 
counterfeited at Lyons, in 1512 ; on the title page of which is 
a fleur-de-lis, in red; it has no paging figures. Renouard 
speaks of another counterfeit, which was communicated to him 
by M. Leblond for au Aldine edition of the date of 1502; but 
on examining it he discovered that it was the Lyonese coun- 
terfeit, without date, at the end of which the last leaf of Vale- 
rius Maximus , bearing the date of October 1502, had been 
pasted.

u possesses it.” Harwood. — This edition was preceded by 
that of Langius, published at Paris in 1617, which is much 
sought after, and very highly esteemed, on account of the 
copious and valuable Commentary which it contains.

These editions are held in little esteem; they contain the 
Notes of Gronovius, which are not to be found in any other 
edition. Dr. Harwood states that he has read the last through, 
and that he found it an excellent one. 

Amst. 8vo. 1701. Smidsii. 

“ A very valuable edition, and ornamented with very ele- 
“ gant figures.” Harwood. Harles observes of this edition 
(the obscene passages of which, as in the Dauphin edition, 
have been carefully extracted from the body of the work, and 
placed together at the end) ; “ at ridiculum est, quod editio 
“ videtur castrata, obscoenis epigrammatibns suo loco motis; 
“ in calce autem separation positis, etcoaceruatis.” Brev. Not. 
“ lit Rom. p. 475. This edition was preceded by that ad 
vfimi Belphini , copies of which are extremely scarce ; a good 
copy will bring as much as 3/. 

Bipont. 8vo. 1784. 

This edition has been formed on the Variorum of Schrev- 
elius; the text of which has been collated with those of 
Raderua and Farnaby ; it contains a Motitia Literaria, and a 
Life of the Poet by Rader. Of no Latin classic is a good 
edition so much wanted as of Martial, and of few would any 
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Editor find more materials. A collation of the early editions, 
and a judicious selection of the notes already before the public 
would, under the care of a discriminating scholar, compose 
such an edition as would answer the expectation, and gratify 
the wishes of every classical reader.

Editio Princkps. A very scarce and valuable edition, 
executed in a neat Roman character. The volume commences 
with an epistolary address, “ ad lo.

Curiewse as extremely rare : it is, moreover, remarkable 
as one of the first, if not the first book in which signatures 
were introduced; the same order in the arrangement of the 
contents is observable in this edition, as in that which I have 
placed First. I shall content myself with giving the colophon, 
which runs thus ;

A very beautiful and rare edition, elegantly printed by 
Zarotus. De Bure, Santander and Brunet cite this edition as 
containing the whole works of Ovid, but as far as 1 am able 
to discover it comprises the 4 Metamorphoses’ and 4 Fasti’ 
only, which are separately cited by Panzer ; a copy of the 
2nd volume which contains the Fasti is mentioned by Mo- 
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relli (Cat. Bibl. Pinell. v. ii. p. 355.) Mr. Dibdin states that 
De Bure and Maittaire erroneously supposed that it contained 
all the works of Ovid, but this gentleman in correcting the 
mis-statements of other Bibliographers, is guilty of an oversight : 
he states that “ Panzer mentions a Milan edition by Zarotus 
4 sine Anno* ” which be does, but what has a dateless edition 
to do with the present one ? had he referred to p. 29. of the 
same volume of Panzer (v. ii.) he would have seen two 
volumes cited by that Bibliographer each bearing the date of 
1477, the one No. 92. containing the Fasti only, and the other 
No. 95, the Metamorphoses. There is a copy of the latter in 
the Bodleian. See Maittaire, v. i. p. 383 ; Saxii Hist. Lit. 
Mediol. p. 567; De Bure, No. 2747; Beloe’s Anecdotes, 
v. iii. p. 372-3 ; Santander, Diet. Bibl. t. iii. p. 223-24 ; ' Dib- 
din*s In trod. v. ii. p. LOB ; and Brunet, t. ii. p. 450. This 
edition was preceded by one (containing the Metamorphoses) 
printed at Ferrara, in 1476, by Augustus Carnerius, of which 
Beloe observes ; “ this book may be pronounced among the 
44 rarest of the rare. A very particular description of it oc- 
" curs in Audiffredi’s Specim. Edit. Italic, p. 238, which de- 
“ scription was sent him for the purpose of being inserted in 
44 his work by the Duke de Cassano Serra, of Naples, in 
44 whose collection the edition was.” Anecdotes, v. iii. p. 
371-2, which see. 

Vicent. fol. 1480. 

A rare and valuable edition, which is highly esteemed by 
the curious. It contains the preface and corrections of Bonus 
Accursius and the emendations of Barnabas Celsanus; the 
name of the printer is Lichtenstein, which is in Latin Levilapis. 
This translation of the (German) name led poor De Bure into 
a somewhat ridiculous error when describing this edition, in 
which he introduces Hermann Levilapis and Hermann Lichten- 
stein as partners, and by whom, jointly , this work was exe- 
cuted ; this article runs thus in his Bibl. Instruct. N o. 2749. 
44 Ejudem Ovidii Nasonis Operum quae extant omnia, a Bar- 
44 naba Celsano Vicentino emendate; et impressa Vicentiae, 
44 per Hermannum LevUapidem et Hermannum Lichtenstein 
44 Coloniensem,” but that may in some measure be palliated by 
the difference which we observe between the imprints of the 
first and of the second volume ; that of the first is thus ;

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de Typogr. sum statu, p. 22 and p. 50, highly commends it and 
complains of the ignorance and presumption of those editors, 
who instead of following this excellent edition, have (by their 
conjectural emendations ) disfigured the works of this Poet. 
That volume which contains the Amatory poems is the scarcest; 
because, says Renouard, in consequence of its having been 
much read by young persons and frequently defaced by the less 
scrupulous; in consequence of which many copies of this edi- 
tion are made up of those of 1516 and 1534, which are printed 
with the same characters and on similar paper. There are 
copies on vellum ; Lord Spencers’s cost him 63/1 In 1515- 
16 another Aldine edition appeared, the care of editing which 
was committed to Andr. Navagerus; it consists of 3 parts, 
one of which was printed in 1515, * containing the Amatory 
Poems, &c. and the two others in 1516 ; the first of which 
comprises some Annotations on the whole Works of Ovid, an 
Alphabetical Index to this volume, and the Metamorphoses ; 
the .2nd contains ‘ A. Ptolemaei inerrantium Stellarum signi- 
ficationes per Nicolaum Leonicum h grmco translate, xii. 
Romanorum menses in ueteribus monimentis Roms. Sex 
priorum mensium digestio ex sex Ouidij Fas to nun libris ex- 
cerpta,’ Fasti, Tristia, de Ponto, In Ibin, & Consolatio 
ad Liviam. Complete copies of this edition are equally diffi- 
cult to be procured with the preceding; the text has been 
carefully revised and corrected by Navagerus, who has substi- 
tuted some annotations which are prefixed to the Metamor- 
phoses, in lieu of the Index Grmco- Latin us; he received con- 
siderable assistance, as he says, from some MSS. — Prefixed to 
the volume containing the Libri Amatorii is a long prefatory 
Epistle addressed by Asola to Cardinal Bernardus Divitius, in 
wnich he expresses the most lively regret for the loss of Aldus 
(who died in 1515) and declares his intention of using his en- 
deavours to continue publishing good editions of Greek and

particularly, philological. The publication was expected with 
very great anxiety by the numerous scholars who were contem- 
porary with him, many of whom have left in the letters, ad- 
dressed to Heinsius, (published by Burmann,) monuments of 
that impatience with which they expected the work of a man 
who was well known to be so very strong on the subject of his 
favorite Poet, whose tuneful pipe himself has aemuled oft. 
From among the various Letters above-mentioned I select the 
following ; ‘ Sed Ovidius tuus quando illo nitore & cultu a te 
44 instructus prodibit, qui solum hunc illi splendorem potes 
“ foenerari? Salmuriensis critici nuperas aliquot ad ilium 
“ emendationes legi, sed quae an omnes probae sint & genui-

ad N. Heinsium. Of the opinion expressed by J. G. Graevius 
respecting this Edition I shall present my reader with extracts 
from the epistles in which it was con vested ; 44 In Ovidio tuo

“ & quis non, nisi qui iratis Musis & Gratiis natus est? Ipsi 
44 Ovidio, si quis manium sensus, ilia dies, qua opera ejus felici

I have not given half of what he has said or what I would wil- 
lingly have extracted, had not the narrowness of my limits pre- 
vented me — The reader may refer to that book (Burmann’s 
Sylloges Epistolarum) from which I obtained it and more 
exquisite and recondite lore, (as my illustrious and late friend. 
Dr. Parr, would have said, than from any that I know : —but

The first of these editions is called by Harwood “ the best,” 
of the Variorum editions and superior to that of 1702. The 
Editor has taken the text of N. Heinsius for his basis, which is 
professedly amended by him. It is said to be, by some cri- 
tics, superior to the edition of Schrevelius, who (poor fellow) 
because he happened to be a bookseller’s hack and a little 
under the weather, (though, perhaps not either a very sound 
or profound scholar,) has been rather cruelly treated ana some- 
times not with any great justice : — by others, at the head 
of whom stands Burmann, by whom he is damned without 
rhyme or reason, Harles states, “ melior est, quam Schreve- 
“ liana, a Burmanno tamen pariter spreta, editio rarior, cum 
“ integris N. Heinsii lectissimisque Variorum notis.” Brev.

Of this Edition little is thought, although it is not very com- 
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mon. — Of the Notes to the Fasti, which have Crispin for their 
author, the late Historiographer (Gibbon) thought so meanly 
that he stated them to be below criticism.

It contains the Interpretation, which, 
though to be contemned by Scholars , I can but justly deemof 
considerable utility to the student .

A very neatly and correctly printed edition, in which Bur- 
mann’s purpose was to give as accurate a text as possible, 
which might be the basis of the one which he proposed to bring 
out on a larger scale, and for which he reserved his whole 
ammunition of Notes, &c. The basis of this edition is that of 
N. Heinsius of 1661, which Burmann has altered in some pas- 
sages, expunging the modern or conjectural readings introduced 
by Heinsius and restoring the ancient: some of these variations 
of Heinsius are a little severely censured by Burmann. In 
1717 Burmann published a 2nd Edition, also in 12mo.

A neat and accurate Edition, upon which Maittaire bestowed 
considerable pains.

44 This Edition may justly be esteemed the chef-d’oeuvre of 
44 Burmann ; it is one of the noblest, and most correct of the 
“ Dutch Classics.” Harwood. The text of Nic. Heinsius 
has constituted the basis of this magnificent publication, which 
Burmann has amended by a diligent collation of MSS. and 
early editions. — Amongst the Variorum notes the editor has 
inserted those of Micyllus, Glareanus, Constantius Fanensis, 
Dan. & Nic. Heinsuis, and others, together with his own. In 
the fourth volume besides some Biographical accounts of and 
Eulogies on Ovid, the prefaces of some of the preceding editors, 
&c. are three Indices. — Burmann complains of having been 
hurried in the compilation of this edition by his Booksellers, to 
which we may attribute the want of a preface by the editor, 
which appeared fifteen years after his demise under the title of 
Petri Burmanni Praefatio ad Ovidii Editionem maiorem ex- 
cusam Amst.

M. Clavier, having consulted the previous editions of Xy- 
lander and Kiihnius, has formed the basis of his text, as we 
have before observed, on the edition of Facius; he has more- 
over collated four Manuscripts (Nos. 1399, 1400, 1410,1411,) 
belonging to the Kind’s Library at Paris. The first of these, 
he informs us, was written at Milan in the year 1497, by one 
Peter Hypselas, and, though beautifully executed, appears to 
have been transcribed from a copy corrected by a person of no 
critical judgment, and therefore in titled to little confidence. 
The second contains only the Attica, and in that nothing of 
any great importance. The third, which appears to have been 
of the highest utility, was written in the year 1391. Though 
modern, says M. Clavier, it is highly valuable, having been 
transcribed from a copy in which the old readings had been 
preserved, even where they were unintelligible. The traces of 
the lacunae are even frequently indicated. It has been of the 
utmost utility to me, and has often enabled me to discover the 
true reading. The fourth Manuscript (No. 1411.), is nearly 
of the same age with the foregoing, and differs from it but little 
except in being somewhat less correct. The Editor has like- 
wise consulted the Latin versions of Amasaeus and Lcescherus : 
the first, which Sylburgius subjoined to the Greek text of the 
Frankfort edition* was printed at Rome in the year 1547 : the 
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latter, though inferior in point of latinitv, is said to be more 
faithful and correct. The Italian translation by Bonaccioti, 
as well as the English by Taylor, has also been occasionally 
consulted. Such are the auxiliaries of which M. Clavier has 
made use in the present work ; but still he confesses that many 
passages remain, which cannot be restored by the aid of such 
imperfect manuscripts as those which we have above described. 

As for the translation itself, it will be but justice to say 

that it is very superior to any that we have hitherto had occa- 
sion to peruse. The style is not only clear, easy, and fluent, 
but it is also as literal and as faithful to the original as the dif- 
ferent genius of the languages could allow. This is indeed the 
part of the work, which, as far as we judge of it from its present 
state, seems most intitled to our approbation ; and, from the 
specimen before us, we are disposed to appreciate the extent of 
M. Clavier’s learning, and his abilities as a general scholar 
more highly than his critical acumen, or the solidity of his 
judgment. On the whole, however, we are well satisfied with 
the performance, from the commencement of which we augur 
favourably of the conclusion ; and we feel considerable plea- 
sure in the idea that a task of such general utility and import- 
ance, as the illustration of Pausanias, has devolved to the lot 
of so enlightened a scholar.” Mo. Rev. vol. lxxvii. p. 504-9.

Brotier, in the compilation of this edition, 
collated that MS. from which Pithoeus published his; it is of 
very great antiquity and is supposed to have been written 
about the tenth century ; he also made use of an edition, in 
which Don Vincent bad inserted the various readings of a 
MS. of Rheims, which was destroyed by fire in 1774, in the 
library of the Benedictine Monastery in that city. It was pre- 
ceded by one published by Miller, at Berlin, in 1753, which is 
very neatly and accurately printed, and is particularly valua- 
ble on account of the very copious and useful “ Index Latima- 
t&tis,” which it contains.

— This Edition has unfortunately proved a 
stumbling-block to several preceding Bibliographers. Mr.

“ Fabricius mentions a Parisian edition of this date, * cum 
Schol which I conceive to be erroneous ; as, from a careful 
investigation of Maittaire, in Vit. Steph. etTypogr. Parisiens. 

I find no other Parisian edition of Pindar but die one pub- 
lished by H, Stephens.” — I will not quarrel with Fabricius, 
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Maittaire, Harles, or Dibdin, but shall plainly state what the 
edition is, and what 1 suppose it ought to be. — Prefixed to the 
Olympian Odes are two leaves, the one comprising the title, 
(the reverse of which is blank ;) the other, which has sig. a 2 
contains an extract from Suidas, on the recto, and on the re- 
verse part of Horace’s Ode to Pindar, “ Pindarum quisquis 
studet ae mu lari,” &c. ; the Olympian Odes commence with p. i. 
(sig. A) and run on to p. BO. (reverse of the 4th leaf of sig. 
F.) — On the recto of p. 88. (sig. G.) the Pythian Odes com- 
mence and end on p. 200 (the reverse of fol. 6 of sig. N.) — the 
Nemean odes commence on p. 193. (recto of sig. O.) and end 
on p. 238, (reverse of fol. 5 of sig. S.) then follow the Isthmian 
on p. 547, (recto of sig.T) and conclude on p. 586, (rev. of fol. 
4. sig. X.) simply with the last Ode. — I will readily allow the 
irregularity of the paging in each of these 4 divisions of the 
Odes of Pindar, but as there is so wide a difference between p. 
80 and 88; p. 200 and 193; p. 258 and 547, I cannot help 
thinking that Morel either inserted some Scholia or Notes in 
the intervals and at the end of the volume or at least purposed 
doing so — I have examined several copies, but found them all 
imperfect, as to Scholia, &c. though perfect as to the text — 
indeed all the Greek editions of Morel and the other Parisian 
printers are but little known in this Country, notwithstanding 
the unqualified praise which has been bestowed upon them by 
the late universally read and all-wise Dr. Harwood — to whom, 
however, the literary and bibliographical world, and “ black 
letter-dogs,” are under great obligations for “ stirring into ” 
the subject — so peace to his ashes! — Dr. Askew’s copy brought 
1/. 11«. 6d. As I have omitted to mention an invaluable and 
indispensable Work to every reader of Pindar, I shall cite it 
here — the Book I allude to is “ Boeckh de Metris Pindari,” 
" a goodly tome,” (to use the language of Mr. Dibdin,) in every 
respect, — whether we consider its internal merits or its external 
bulk : — it is a full sized Quarto.

Henry Stephens translated the Odes 
of Pindar himself into Latin prose, which is more literal than 
that of Melancthon, by which he corrected his own. In Bayle, 
Diet. Hist et Critique (t. i. p. 204), respecting the Latin ver- 
sion of Anacreon we read as follows; “ Ce qu’on rapporte d’ 
Isaac Vossius, qui disoit avoir poss£d6 un Anacreon oh Scali- 
ger avoit marqu6 de sa main, que Jean Dorat 6toit auteur de la 
traduction latine de ce poete, attribute a Henri Etienne doit 
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etre compte pour rien. Ou Voaiius se trompoit, ou Sc&liger 
avoit 6te mal inform^. Henri Etienne qui d’ailleuis n’etoit 
point plagiaire 6toit tree-capable d’une Version telle que celle- 
la ; et Dorat, si elle avoit 6t4 de lui, n’auroit pas manqu£ de 
la reclame r.”

MSS. in the Bodleian Library ; three lives of the Poet, one of 
which is new, and some information relative to Pindar from 
Suidas and Thomas Magister. Freytag, after giving a very accu-

Heyne/ 44 1 have read this edition of Pindar/* says Harwood, 
49 and it possesseth singular merit : I can pronounce it by far 
the best edition of Pindar.

Editio Princbps. — An exceedingly beautiful and valua~ 
ble edition, which for typographical elegance may justly be 
ranked among the most beautiful of the productions of this 
illustrious printer. It was edited by Marcus Musurus and 
Aldus jointly, by whom it was dedicated to Pope Leo (the 
tenth) in an address with which he was so highly gratified that 
he renewed to Aldus the privileges granted him by his prede- 
cessors, Alexander and Julius ; on Musurus, (it is said,) for 
he Elegiac Poem on Plato, prefixed to this Edition, he be- 
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stowed an Archbishopric ; but it is pretty certain that this 
was not the sole inducement, but rather (as Mr. Roscoe justly 
observes in his admirable life of this Prelate, vol. ii, p. 238-9,) 
as a reward for his diligence and success in an Embassy, on 
which he was despatched by this Pope. It appears from a 
collation of the MSS., collated by Beitker with this Edition, 
that the identical MSS. which Aldus used are at this time to 
be found, the one at Venice and the other at Paris. — “This 
hook contains the elegant panegyric on Plato and Leo X. by 
Musurus, in Greek verse, which I have elsewhere mentioned, 
but which has been omitted, though I know not for what 
reasons, in the subsequent editions of Ficinus and Serranus. 
We have in this beautiful specimen of typography the follow- 
ing apology from Aldus for the errors of the press. ' Etsi ope re 
in magno fas est obrepere somnum, (non enim unius dici hie 
labor est noster, sed multorum annorum atque interim nec 
mora nec requies) sic tamen doleo ut si possem, routarem sin- 
gula errata nummo aureo.’ A large paper copy of this edition 
is to be reckoned among the most superb specimens of the art of 
printing. I know that thirty guineas have been given for one. 
It is worth six guineas in fair condition, on small paper, but 
sold at Maittaire’s auction for one pound two shillings, which 
was thought a very large sum.” Beloe’s Anecdotes, vol. v, 
p. 423. There are three copies on vellum of this edition 
known ; one in the Medicean Library at Florence ; one in the 
Library belonging to Westminster Abbey, and the other in 
(my late relative) Dr. Hunter’s Collection at Glasgow, by 
whom it was purchased at Dr. Askew’s sale for 55/. 13s. a 
small sum considering the extreme beauty and perfection of 
the copy. Fine copies bring a very considerable sum, a copy 
at Dr. Heath’s sale produced 25/. 10*. Consult Harles, Fabr.

This is a neatly printed and very respectable performance ; 
it is now uncommon. It is a reprint of the text of Aldus 
whose typographical errors Grynaeus has most religiously pre- 
served. It is particularly valuable on account of the Com- 
mentry of Proclus on the 4 Timaeus’ and ‘ Politica’ which is, 
occasionally, found separate. It was reprinted at Basle in 
1556; and was edited by Arlenius, who is said to have insert- 
ed in the margin of his copy of Grynaeus’s edition, such various 
readings as he, being then in Italy, could obtain from a colla- 
tion of MSS. which have lately been discovered to have been 
of the first order, and such observations as struck him at 
any time ; which having completed he sent it off to Hopperus, 
the son-in-law of the printer, in order that it might be printed. 

4 * All critics,” says Mr. Kett, " ought to possess it, as it con- 
tains some curious readings.” The Bibl. Diet, calls it “a 
valuable work,” and states, “ that it contains some important 
various readings,” v. iv, v. 224.

A very magnificent and highly esteemed edition ; fine copies 
of which bring no inconsiderable sum. Stephens appears to have 
found a copy of the 2nd Basil Edition with the MS. notes of and 
collations of MSS. by Victorius, who unfortunately omitted to 
state the sourpe from whence he derived them. The peculiar 
feature of this Edition is, that scarcely a typographical error 
is to be detected in the Greek text, as Fischer has justly 
remarked. Each of these volumes contains a different dedica- 
tion ; the 1st is dedicated to Queen Elizabeth ; the 2nd to 
James the sixth of Scotland (afterwards James the first of 
England) ; and the 3d to the Republic of Berne ; these three 
dedications are in some copies omitted, which greatly dimi- 
nishes the value of it. The Latin version is by Serranus, but it 
is said to be inferior to that of Ficinus in accuracy and fi- 
delity; and his notes are not much esteemed. Henry Stephens, 
the printer frequently amended the Latin version of Serranus, 
during the progress of this edition through the press. The notes 
of Henry Stephens are very excellent and are duly appreciated 
by every scholar. The more intimate 1 become with the pro- 
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Auctions of this illustrious man the greater came ham I to 
admire his profound acquaintance not only with the far greater 
proportion of ancient authors and the various subjects con- 
nected with them, the extent of his research, the nicety and 
critical sagacity which he has ever displayed throughout bis 
emendations, the elegance of his Latinity and his extreme 
modesty — he* was indeed a Hercules in mind. — Harles speaks 
very favourably of this edition, as also do the compilers of the 
Diet. Univ. Hist. Crit. et Bibl. (t. xiv, p. 142.) who style it 
“ un chef d'ceuvre de Typographic.” There are copies on 
LARGE paper, which, says Brunet, are discernible rather 
from the beauty of the paper than the size, and further adds, 
that the largest copy he ever saw measured 14 inches 9-10 
lines in height, which very little exceeds the dimensions of the 
small paper copy : I have seen two copies on a fine paper, 
but whether they were duly entitled to the appellation of 
LARGE paper, 1 will not affirm, A copy, (said to be on large 
paper,) at Caillard’s sale, produced 33/.

perhaps not even either of these without frequent neglect “ of 
the outward man,” or the hungry mcnitor within.

In this Edition the text of Henry Stephens has been adopt- 
ed, which, in some few passages, has been slightly altered. 
The Latin version is that of Ficinus, who employed in his 
translation manuscripts of the very first order. In the Library 
of M. Corvinus was a MS. which Ficinus employed ; from Cor- 
viuus’s Library John Sambucus obtained it, and it is now or 
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wm with the rest of bis books m the Imperial Library at 
Vienna. It contains some critical aud exegetical notes by 
Crolt and Exter, the soi-disant Editors, and Tiedemann’s illus- 
trations of the Arguments to the different Dialogues. Mr. 
Kett calls it 4t an elegant, accurate, and convenient work 
but, notwithstanding its elegance (which is not very great), its 
accuracy (of which I know too little to affirm any thing of it)* 
and its convenience (which appears to me its most prominent 
and greatest recommendation), there is still much wanting to

but has interlarded them with most plentiful, and somewhat 
scurrilous, abuse of Henry Stephens, who appears to have 
obtained from Ulric Fugger, (whether fairly or not I shall not 
attempt to proved a copy of the first Basil edition with the 
MS. notes and collations of an Ancient MS. by Victorius, 
which, however, appears to have either been the one collated 
by Arienios, (somewhat carelessly,) or a similar one ; and also 
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of the Latin Versiou of Ficinus, whose MS. of the Philebus 
appears to hare been of the first order. H. Stephens is per- 
haps liable to censure for not having candidly avowed the 
source and nature of his materials and other points connect- 
ed with them; but as this omission appears rather to have 
arisen from carelessness, than from any wilful or dishonest 
principle of concealment, in order to obtain for himself that 
praise which was another's due, I do not see any cause for the 
hostility of Fischer. I would, however, implore all Scholars, 
who feel inclined to treat a predecessor so scurvily, to publish 
their accusations, &c. separately, in order that those persons 
who are desirous of perusing what they have to say, may (as the 
Delphin Editors have done with respect to the obscene parts of 
Martial, Lucretius, &c.) have the whole marrow of the subject, 
in as concise a manner as possible and not be pained, on looking 
for an illustration of some passage of their Author, by finding 
a long and bitter invective against H. Stephens, or aome other 
Scholar.

There is a copy of this Edition in the British Museum and in 
the Bodleian. It has neither catch-words, paging-figures, nor 
signatures.

10s., which will be a suffi- 
cient proof of the rapid and almost incredible increase in the 
value of early editions, within a few years.

The description of this edition, a copy of which is found in 
the British Museum, I have been induced to insert, as I think 
it is deserving of a place here for several reasons, but princi- 
pally because it has not been elsewhere described, and also 
because in this edition we find for the first time the two dis- 
puted scenes introduced. To commence with a Bibliogra- 
phical description — the title, which is printed in a Gothic 
type, is as follows ; Plautus cum correctione & interpretations 
Hermolai Merolae Politiani & Beroaldi & cum mnltis ad- 
dition ibus ; which occupies the recto of fol. 1. whieh has no 
signature ; the reverse is blank : on the recto of fol. ii. which 
has Sig. a ii. commences an account of Plautus and of his 
Comedies extracted, as is asserted, Ex Auctoribus grauissimis; 
it occupies the whole of that page and part of the reverse : 
after which follows a list of comedies with the commencement 
of each which occupies the remainder of the page and the recto 
of the following ; the reverse of which and recto of the next 
contain a list of the Comedies, which are lost, from Cicero, 
Aul. Gellius, Nonius Marcellus, Festus Pompeius and Pris- 
cianus : on the reverse of the 4th leaf are read as follows ;

On the recto of the following leaf, 
which has Sig. b, commences the Amphitryo surrounded by the 
Commentary, which is continued throughout this Comedy and 
the Asinaria, after which we read only a few occasional Notes 
by Hermolaus, Beroaldus, Merula, Politian and others. The 
Signatures run on regularly to Z, each having with the excep- 
tion of the last, (which has only 6,) eight leaves ; after which 
we have the following, &, o, and R, the two latter having 8, 
the former only 0 leaves : then commences a fresh set of Signa- 
tures with A which run to H iii each having with the exception 
of A and H eight leaves, (which have only 6) : on the reverse 
of the 5th leaf of Sig. H, after the conclusion of the Trnco- 
leatuis we read the following account of this Edition ; Plautinas 
uiginti Comoedias Georgius Merulla Alexa. uir doctitiss. in 
lucem primus eduxit : & semel atq 3 iterum oorrexit. Nuc uero 
nuper studio & diligentia Sebastiani Ducii & Georgii Galbiati 
pristine quasi imaginem ipse plautus resumpsit : ueram resum p- 
turus quado unus nel alter tatum addiderit quktum hi duo Col- 
latis exemplaribus Merulse & Policiani addidere.

This edition is a reimpression of the preceding. u By what 
mistake it could possibly happen is beyond my ability to ex- 
plain ; but the whole third page of the Persae (in the Ed. Pr.) 
belongs to the Sticbus, where however it is again repeated in its 
proper place, but the other side of the page in the Stichus is 
blank. On comparing this Venetian edition of Plautus with 
that printed at Treviso (Tarvisii) in 1482, the error above 
noticed appearing in the Persae is found to be corrected in the 
latter edition.”

The first of these editions contains six Comedies only ; the 
second five others ; but the third and the fourth (which is a 
reimpression of the third), contain the whole. In the proemi- 
um Camerarius observes; adminicula quaedam habuimus duo- 
rum librorum, veterum quidem illorum, sed quos librariorum 
inscitia, et futilitas faede depravasset. Horum alterum nacti 
fuimus de bibliotheca praestantis dignitate et doctrina viri Viti 
VVerleri Franci, cui pleraque debemus eorum quae a nobis 
fuerunt correcta. Georgii autem Fabricii candor eximius, et 
benevolentia summa erga nos, de incredibili studio diligentise 
suae, communicavit nobiscum nuper suum quoque librum, in 
quem congesserat, quicquid perquirere legendo potuit, quod ad 
Plautinarum fabularum tarn emendationem quam ex plica tionem 
aliquid momenti haberet. After the proheme, follow the Epis- 
tola Nuncupatoria, in which he gives us an account of his 
progress in the compilation of this edition, in which he says, 
he has corrected the text in at least a thousand places, and a 
very useful, tract de Carminibus Comicis. At the end of each 
play are some annotations, which are partly critical and partly 
explanatory. At the end of the volume is an Epistle of 
Camerarius on some Verses which are attributed to Plautus, 
and a few corrections of the Orthography of some of the 
Comedies ; an Epistle addressed by the editor to Saganus and 
the exclusive privilege of publishing this edition of Plautus, his 
Commentaries on Sophocles, &c. See. for five years. This is 
the best and the most correct edition of Plautus which has yet 
been published; Ernesti justly calls Camerarius * Sospitatcr 
Plauti.’

Dr. Harwood says that he has “ twice read 
through the last edition/ 7 but greatly laments that we have not 
a better: “ No Classic/ 7 says he, ** requires a collation of M88., 
and an improved edition, so much as Plautus. 77 — “ Sed quod ad 
Criticam rationem pertinet, melius longe meritus de Plauto est 
Jo.

These editions are professed to be “ ad optimas editiones col- 
late the first is formed on that of the Vulpii, but is held in 
very little estimation ; the latter is very well printed and con- 
tains an accurate text, which was taken from an edition which 
Brunck presented to this Society, in which he had corrected the 
various errors he met with in the perusal : but notwithstanding 
these advantages, it is by no means pcmular. Neither of these 
editions has a single note.

— The first volume contains the text and a copious In- 
dex ; the second the Commentary, which bears evident marks 
of having been hastily written : — the explanatory Notes are 
very brief and few in number. The Editor has prefixed some 
useful arguments to each Comedy, which are favorably men- 
tioned.

I ever beheld, whether we regard the close glossy texture and 
stoutness of the paper, or the delicacy of the type and the black- 
ness of the ink. — Most heartily do I congratulate those who 
possess so inestimable a production. The copy which 1 have 
now before me is one that would move even a man who had 
no taste for the beauty of the earlier productions of the press to 
admiration : it is illuminated neatly, but not splendidly, saving 
on the first page, where there is a very magnificent illumination 
of the letter L— it is free from stains and, with the exception of 
a few MS. notes in a neat hand and the first page, (which is 
a little soiled,) is perfectly clean, and almost as white as “ riven 
snow the leaves throughout are in a rough state — It com- 
mences with an account of Pliny, as follows;

This Volume is very 

highly prized by the Curious, and is excessively rare, as the 
whole impression was limited to 100 Copies, and the whole 
was completed in a space of time not much exceeding three 
months, as we learn from Vindelin of Spires’ Colophon to his 
Edition of St. Austin “ de Civitate Dei.” This Edition, which 
is one of three books printed by John Spira, has neither catch- 
words, paging-figures nor signatures. The Greek passage near 
the end of the 8th book is inserted in Roman characters, but so 
barbarously mutilated that it is almost impossible to discover 
what words the letters were intended to represent. Mr. Nichols 
was one of the first Bibliographers who noticed this circum- 
stance ; see the Appendix to his History of Printing, p. 103, 
note 9. De Bure mentions a report of the existence of a copy 
of this Edition on vellum in the Library of a religious house 
at Antwerp ; if, says he, this report be true, it is certain that 
this copy must be one of the most precious books, and which 
may be paired with the greatest rarity Literature can boast of : 
but as it is only mentioned on report I should consider the ex- 
istence of a copy of this description very doubtful, were it not 
for the assertion of Brunet, who states that there are two copie* 
known, and that one is in the Royal Library. This edition is 
said to have been taken from a very correct MS., though it is 
so inaccurately printed. Ernesti after alluding to the suppositi-

" Haec editio,” says Ernesti, " specie perpulcra est, etiam 
caret mendis edit.

This 
edition is exceedingly beautiful, but is neither so rare nor so 
dear as the preceding. It is supposed to be a reimpression of 
the Editio Princeps. On the recto of the first leaf the 
volume commences with this title in capitals, 

CAIVS PLYNIVS MARCO SVO SALVTEM, 
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After which follow the biography, and testimonies respecting 
this author. On the recto of the 356th leaf the volume ends 
with the following Colophon ;

A very rare and beautiful book, but inferior to the preceding 
[Roman] edition in point of typographical accuracy. — Ernesti 
has given an unfavorable opinion of the merits of this edition in 
an unusually copious Review ; for which see the Bibl. L&t. of 
Fabricius, vol. ii, p. 187-8. Copies are in great request among 
the Curious notwithstanding its inaccuracy, both on account of 
its rarity and of the great esteem in which the productions of 


* “ This Perottus was a mighty knave ; his great object in his annotations 
to this book appears to have been to throw a slur on the literary character of 
the Bishop of Aleria, who was his superior in every particular. Nothing can 
possibly be more disgraceful to an editor than this book, which is so full of 
errors and corruptions, that Perottus seems not so much to have consulted 
manuscripts as his own caprice and passion of emendation. Audiflredi makes 
circumstantial mention of his enmity towards the Bishop of Aleria, who is 
supposed to glance at Perottus in his Preface ad Ciceronis Epistolas ad Atti- 
cum, 1470, where he complains that an unworthy use had been made of the 
epistles prefixed to the works he superintended. Perottus does not fere very 
well with Scriverius ad Martialem, 3 Ep. 20, where he is accused of claiming 
a certain fable of Phaedrus (3. 17. ) as his own. This book is much larger in 
bulk than that of 1470, which preceded.

A very elegant and valuable edition, the text of which ap- 
pears to have been taken from that of Jenson ; which, however, 
Beroaldus, the Editor, has occasionally corrected: he says 
that he collated some MSS. — “ This edition is very scarce and 
highly esteemed for the numerous corrections of beroaldus. — 
The above edition is a very elegant book. Mr. Dibdin has as- 
serted, that Jenson repeated his edition of 1472 in 1476, and 
that there is a magnificent copy of this book in the Cracherode 
Collection. This is a mistake. I believe there is no such 
book, and most certainly not in the Cracherode Collection/* 
Beloe’s Anecdotes, vol. iv, p. 336. Mr. Dibdin has, as Mr. 
Beloe observes, cited a Venetian Edition of the Latin text 
printed by Jenson in 1476, this Gentleman remarks, (in hi3 In- 
troduction,) “ See a copy in Osborne’s Catalogue of 1748, 
No. 1223, and a magnificent one of it in the Cracherode Col- 
lection, which almost rivals the Jensonian edit, of 1472. Har- 
les has improperly changed his first opinion, which was in fa- 
vour of its existence.” — This is really a most unaccountable 
circumstance that Mr. Dibdin should be able to compare the 
copy in the Cracherode Collection with the Jensonian of 1472 
and that neither Mr. Beloe nor any other person should ever 
be able to discover this “magnificent” edition. — Fabricius, 
Maittaire, De Bure, Ernesti, Sardini, Panzer, and many other 
bibliographers, (and myself among that number) have not un- 
happily been of the favoured few whose sight this copy blessed. 
— The Bipont Editors, says Mr. Dibdin, state that Lengnichius 
mentions this edition in his Notit. Libr. rarior. t. ii, p. 60, but 
the Bipont Editors are by no means infallible, nor is this the 
only instance in which they have been deceived — So I fear 
this edition must share the fates of Denis Roce’s dateless and 
placeless edit, of Lucan’s Pharsalia, the Ferrara <& Parma 
Editions of 1472 & 1473 of the Achilleis of Statius, and of the 
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Florentine edition of Virgil by Ceirainus, with the Commen- 
taries of Serviu&, and be for ever consigned to oblivion — “ non 
nostrum — tantas componere lites.” Harles cited this Edition 
in his Brevior Not. Lit Rom. p. 377, but corrects himself for 
so doing in his Supplement to the same, vol. ii, p. 25. Re- 
specting the Parma edition see Maittaire, vol. i, p. 325 ; Pan- 
zer, v. ii, p. 437 ; Audiffredi Editt.

This edition is exceedingly scarce, and is very little known.

This edition is asserted by Harles to be very rare : the

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the margin. Ernes ti has expressed a favourable opinion of 
this edition. It was reprinted in 8vo. in 1610, Sine loci and 
typogr. ind., and in fol. in 1513 and 1516, at Venice ; which 
have not the Castigationes Herm. Barbari. See Ernesti, Fabr. 
B. Lat. v. ii, p. 191-2 ; and Dibdin’s Introd. v. ii, p. 150-1. 

Paris, fol. 1532. Bellocirii. 

Ernesti has given a very animated description of this edition, 
in which he fully enters into the merits of it ; though, perhaps, 
he has bestowed a greater share of praise upon it than it really 
deserves ; it was preceded by one edited by Angelus, in folio, 
also printed at Paris, in 1526. With respect to the identity 
of Bellocirius and Danesius Harles states positively that they 
are one and the same person, and respecting the compilation 
of this edition informs us that he collated two ancient MSS., 
by the assistance of which he has given us a much more cor- 
rect text than any of his predecessors. See his Brev. Not. Lit.

Venbt. 8vo. 1535-8. Apud Aid tun. 

This edition is very rare and beautiful : it was edited by 
Asulanus. The second volume containing the second part of 
Pliny was published in 1535, and the first in 1536, as well as 
the third part, in which we have the remainder of the text. To 
complete this Edition it is necessary to add a 4th vol. printed 
in an unseemly Italic letter, in 1538, (same size as the preced- 
ing 0 containing an Index — it is very scarce and selaom ac- 
companies the text of Pliny. Harles simply observes “ lau- 
datur tan turn ab diligentia typographical’ Ernesti suspected 
that the Printer altered the dates, and formed an unfavourable 
opinion of it from the contents of the Preface, in which A . 
Rabirius Brixianus extols the accuracy of this Edition. See 
his Bibl. Lat. v. ii, p. 195. Respecting the conformity between 
this and the supposititious Aldine edition Renouard was not 
ignorant, but has adduced some probable supposition ; “ Dans 
les exemplaires de 1535-6, et dans ceux de 1540,” dit-il, 
“ tout est semblable et d'une m&me edition : les premieres et 
derniferes pages m&me de chaque volume, sur les quelles la 
date a 6t£ chang&e, n’ont que cette seule difference, et sont 
imprimees avec la m&me composition, sans aucun changement, 
ce qui se reconnott par les lettres cass£es, et autres petits ac- 
cidens inevitables dans l’impression. A-t-on conserve les 
formes depuis 1535 jusqu’en 1540, ou le livre n’a-t il &te r&el- 
lement termine et mis en vente qu’en cette derni&re annee ? e’est 
ce cju’il seroit aussi peu important k savoir qu’ impossible k 
verifier ; le point essentiel etoit de bien faire connottre que 
maigre la double date, il n’existe qu’une seule edition, et 
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qu’ainsi on peut se servir indifferemment des uns ou des autres 
exemplaires. Ceux avec la date de 1540 se rencontrent moins 
fr6quemment que ceux dat6 de 1535-36. J’ai plusieurs fob 
signal^ la cupidite des faussaires, qui en gratt&nt des ckuffres, 
cr6oient des Editions Aldinesjusqu’alors inconnues, et cherchoi- 
ent ainsi a faire des dupes.

The editor of this beautiful and accurate book, which was 
printed by the Elzevirs, was J. de Laet. Harles and Ernesti 
speak very favourably of it. De Bure calls it a very elegant 
edition, which is considered one of the most beautiful books 
ever published by these Printers. It has not been counter- 
feitea, and copies in good condition are procured with consi- 
derable difficulty. See his Bibl. Instruct. No. 1467. This 
edition was succeeded by one in 8vo. in 1669, edited by Sal- 
masius, ‘ Cum Notis Variorum/ it is a very excellent one ;

The first of these Editions, which was published for the use of 
the Dauphin, is of rare occurrence and is held in considerable 
estimation, on account of its intrinsic excellence and of its 
superiority over all those that preceded it ; and moreover, 
because it contains that particular system which Father Har- 
douin wished to establish respecting Nature in general. In 
the compilation Hardouin collated several MSS. and editions, 
with the assistance of which he has greatly amended the text 
of his Author, though he is accused of having frequently muti- 
lated and interpolated sound passages : — he has illustrated 
the text with a very learned and philosophical Commentary, 
which, notwithstanding the absurdities so frequent in it, is 
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highly and deservedly esteemed. In the second Edition Har- 
douin has completely revised and reformed bis system, — he 
has frequently corrected the errors of the preceding Edition, 
and greatly enlarged the Commentary : he collated no less 
than fifteen MSS., of eight of which only he has presented us 
with the variations : — but even this edition, notwithstanding its 
great superiority over all the preceding, is far from being im- 
maculate. The 4to. edition is more popular than this ; which 
I attribute to the size. The 4to. is in 5 (and sells for 5/. 5#.), 
the folio in 8 vols.

The aim of this editor has been to give in this edition all the 
valuable information contained in those of Salmasius and Har- 
douin : in the text that of the latter has been followed ; be- 
neath the text he has placed the various lections of these two 
Editors, followed by the Notes of the commentators mentioned 
in the title-page, viz. Hermolaus Barbarus, Pintianus, Rhe- 
nanus, Galenius, Dalecampius, Scaliger, Salmasius, Vossius, 
Gronovius and others. At the beginning of the first volume 
we find the Dedication of Hardouin, addressed to the Dauphin, 
the prefaces of Hardouin, Salmasius and Dalecamp, with the 
testimonies of the ancients and the Life of Pliny. In the 2nd 
volume are two dissertations by Paul Cigalini ; the one on the 
country of Pliny, and the other on the confidence which is to 
be placed in his writings ; — the 3rd volume contains a reim- 
pression of Hardouin’s explanation of the inscriptions on two 
coins, written in Samaritan. In the 6 succeeding volumes is 
the whole of the text, and in the 10th (and last) volume, which 
was published after the death of the editor, there is a curious 
collection of Dissertations, <&c. among which are the following, 
(after the 37th book, the Miscellanea of Gronovius, and the 
Emeadanda and Addenda of Father Hardouin :) viz. the Dis- 
sertation of Hardouin respecting the situation of Paradise ; the 
Observations of Fischer, on a Chapter of Pliny relating to the 
diversity of shells ; a Dissertation by Merrem on the Scythian 
Animals mentioned by Pliny; the ‘ Notitiae Litterariae ’ of 
Vossius and Saxius of this Author ; and the poem of Marbo- 
dius on precious stones. The common paper copies present a 
truly wretched appearance, which Brunet calls “ trfes-vilain 
but those on fine paper are held in some estimation, but as a 
few copies only were struck off on this description of paper 
they are consequently very scarce. Harles, who compiled his 
Brevior Notitia Lit. Roman, before the completion of this work, 
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(seven volumes only having then appeared,) given a very un- 
favourable account of it “ nondum absoluta finitaque est editio,” 
says he, “ quae etob molem operis et vitia typographies et alias 
caussas haud omnino placere videtur eruditis.” p. 381-382.

“ It is said that this edition of Pliny by the celebrated Bro- 
tier, the late Editor of Tacitus, contains above two thousand 
corrections, which had escaped the learned researches of Father 
Hardouin.” Harwood. In the compilation of this edition 
Brotier collated several MSS. by the assistance of which he was 
enabled to correct numerous errors which had not been observed 
by preceding Editors. It is very highly spoken of in the Jour- 
nal Encyclop£dique for June 1779, p. 352. See Dibdin’s 
Introd. v. ii, p. 155 ; and Brunet, t. iii. p. 29. 

Bipont. 8vo. 1783. 5 vols. 1/. 18*. 

One of the most carefully and most correctly printed edi- 
tions, this Society ever published ; the text is taken from that 
of Hardouin. It contains an useful Notitia Literaria of the 
various editions of Pliny, and a valuable ‘ Index Rerum et 
Verborum.’

Aldi, & Andreae Asulani 
Soceri. Mense Nouembri. M. D. VIII. (1608) Titulus, qui 
longum trahit syrma, non solum ea exponit, quae Aldus hac 
sua editione praestitit, sed epistolae dedicatoriae etiam argu- 
mentum, satis superque prodit. scripta est ad Aloisium Moseni- 
cum, Equitem, & Senatorem venetum, Venetiis, Mense Nouem- 
bri 1508.

To those who are at all conver- 
sant in early printing, the dates will appear at first sight a bungling forgery.”

Lug. Bat. 8vo. 1669. (Epistolae.) Cum notis Vario- 
rum. 18s . 

“This is one of the scarcest and most valuable of the octavo 
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Variorum Classics. The text of Pliny is correct, and the se- 
lect notes of Veenhyseen do great credit to his learning and 
judgment” Harwood. It comprises some valuable notes of 
Gronovius and of the editor. 

Lips. 8vo. 1675. (Epistolse.) Thomasii. 

A very correct and good edition, containing some learned 
notes by Thomasius, (partly respecting the Author and partly 
illustrative of the text,) prolegomena, the inedited notes of 
Caspar Barthius, and a judicious selection of those of other 
editors. 

Amst. 8vo. 1675. (Panegyricus). Cum notis Variorum. 

The text of this edition is taken from that of Frischmann, 
and contains Variorum notes and the inedited ones of Baudius. 
As this is the only real Variorum edition it is in some request; 
fine copies are both rare and dear. 

Oxon. 8vo. 1703. (Epistolae et Panegyricus.) HeamiL 
A correct edition formed on the basis of the Elzevir, 
printed in 1640; in editing the Epistles Hearne collated three 
MSS. ; one of the Aldine editions and one of H. Stephens’s. 
Prefixed is a life of Pliny by Masson. It contains some short 
notes by Hearne, which are partly critical and partly explana- 
tory. See Harles, Brev. Not Lit. Rom. p. 142 ; Dibdin’s 
Introd. v. ii, p. 160 ; and Journ. des S 9 av. for Feb. 1707, p. 
241-5, where the reader will find an intimate detail of the ma- 
terials employed by Hearne, and a highly favorable review of 
the merits of this edition.

A very excellent and erudite edition, which was begun by 
Cortius, who unhappily did not live to complete it; it was then 
committed to Longolius, (a pupil of Cortius’s,) who completed 
it. It is formed on a careful collation of some MSS. and the 
ancient Editions ; it contains a very judicious selection of the 
Variorum notes and some very good and critical ones by the 
Editor. Harles calls it “ pr&stantissimam, et plenissimam 
Eraesti “ sane luculenta, et, ut nunc est, optima editio.” See 
Ernesti, Fabr. B. Lat. v. ii, p. 416 ; Harles, Brev. Not Lit. 
Rom. p. 412 ; Dibdin’s Introd. v. ii, p. 160-61 ; and Brunet, 
t iii, p. 31. To the Journaux des Ssavans, for Jan. 1737, p. 
1 11-22, 1 refer my reader for the most copious and satisfactory 
Review of this edition I know. 

Amst. 4to. 1738. Panegyricus Artzenii. 

Tins edition of Artzenius, is commendable, says Ernesti, for 
the excerpta taken from several MSS. and for the learned con- 
jectures of N. Heinsius and Perizonius : it contains a selection 
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of the notes of other editors and some very good ones by the 
Editor : but he appears frequently to defend, too pertinaciously, 
common readings. See his Fabr. B. Lat. v. ii, p. 425. There 
was an impression of this edition thrown off on a duodecimo- 
sized paper ; “ L’attenzione dell ’Editore nonse ferma in dasci 
questo solo Panegirico di Plinio, arricchito di nuove osserva- 
zioni storiche, filologiche, e critiche, di una erudita Prefazione, 
e d’una Vita, in cui molti punti di Storia Romans s’illustr&oo 
per rispetto a’ Regni di Nerva, e di Trajano, sotto i quail 
Plinio 1 Giovane visse : II Sig. Artzen & disposto a comunicare

p. 259-60. In the Journ. des S 9 av. for Sept. 1739, p. 50-8, is 
an intimate and satisfactory Review, which the Reader will 
find worth consulting. 

Lips. 8vo. 1789. Epistolas et Panegyricus. Gesneri. 

A very good edition, designed not only for the use of those 
who are masters of the language, (who from a perusal of it will 
obtain no little information,) but also for students, who may be 
desirous of obtaining a perfect knowledge of this author; and 
in point of illustration it must be considered as yet, the Editio 
Optima. After the death of Gesner it was reprinted by G. A. 
Ernesti, who has corrected the errors which had escaped the 
observation of this Editor, and has added some of the MS. notes 
of Gesner written in the margin of his copy : this is the best 
edition. See Ernesti, Fabr. B. Lat. v. ii. p. 416. Gesner 
published a very useful Edition of the Panegyric at Gottingen, 
in 1735, which is highly praised in the Noveile della Repubblica 
delle Lett, for 1736, p. 362. 

Norimb. 4to. 1746. Panegyricus. Schwarzii. 

A very excellent and critical edition, which as Mr. Dibdin 
justly observes “ is emphatically and properly called the editio 
optima ” of the Panegyric. It is formed on a very diligent col- 
lation of numerous MSS. Schwarz employed several years on 
this edition, and carefully examined most of the early editions. 
He has inserted a very judicious selection of the Variorum 
notes and some valuable ones of his own. See Ernesti Fabr. 
B. Lat. v. ii. p. 423; Harles’ Brev. Not. Lit. Rom. p. 414 ; 
and Dibdin’s Introd. v. ii, p. 161. This Edition was followed 
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by one of the Epistles, with a selection of Notes hy Gulianelli, 
which is reviewed at some length in Novelle della Repub. delle 
Lett for 1754, p. 353-4. 

Bipont. 8vo. 1789. (Epistolae et Panegyricns). 

A convenient edition, the text of which is formed after that 
of the best editions. Prefixed to the first volume is Cellarius’s 
Life of Pliny, with the observations of Gesner upon it ; a copi- 
ous Notitia Literaria ; and an Index of those authors who are 
commended by Pliny. 

Lond. 8vo. 1790. (Epistolae.) 

A very elegant and accurate edition published by the late 
Henry Homer, which may be justly considered as a chef d’ceuvre 
of the editorial talents of that accomplished Scholar. See the 
eulogy of Mr. Dibdin in the secona volume of his Introduc- 
tion, p. 161-02. 

Lips. 8vo. 1800-2. (Epistolae). Gierigii.

Scholars, says De Bure, have 
always greatly esteemed this edition, which is to be recom- 
mended both on account of its accuracy and for the notes of the 
celebrated Henry Stephens; copies are very much sought 
after, and sell for a considerable sum, when in good condition. 

1 shall here remark that the 18th vol. was published sepa- 
rately, and is entitled * Plutarchi Vitarum comparatarum Ap- 
pendix,’ and that it is absolutely necessary to possess it, because 
it comprises the notes of Henry Stephens as well as those of 
other learned men ; it is necessary therefore to examine this 
edition because this volume is very frequently wanting. This 
Appendix is occasionally met with separate.

The first volume comprises the lives, with the Latin veision 
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of Cruserius, the notes of Henry Stephens, William Xylander, 
mid other learned men, as well as the editor’s own, twenty folio 
pages of various readings, each page containing 3 columns, which 
are selected from the Vulcobian and other MSS. ; and at the 
end of the volume a copious Index : the 2nd contains the 
Moralia, with the Latin version of Xylander, and the notes of 
Henry Stephens and others ; various lections taken from the 
MSS. of Vulcobius, Turnebus and others, and the editions of 
Aldus and Froben ; and concludes with a very copious Index. 
Neither Fabricius, Harwood nor Harles have given any ac- 
count of the merits of this edition. Fine Copies are extremely 
rare. In those passages which I have examined I found it 
very correct : it is printed after the style of the majority of the 
works which issued from that press, the Greek and Latin being 
placed in the same page, parallel with each other.

The Parisian edition is also a reim- 
pression of the first Franckfort edition, which on comparing 
with that edition I found in very many places in the first 
volume to have followed that edition so very closely that it 
commenced at the top of the page and ended with the same 
word as that edition. Harwood styles it “ very incorrect.” 
It contains a life of Plutarch by Rualdus ; and it is printed in 
a larger character than either of the preceding. De Bure ob- 
serves ; it is the most ample edition which has yet been pub- 
lished, and is much sought after by the Literati : Copies are 
procured with some difficulty and are more or less valuable 
according to the condition of the copy. In default of this edi- 
tion, says he, they content themselves with that published at 
Franckfort : which the curious do not hold in any considerable 
estimation, because it was badly printed.

Critics have been greatly disappointed in tins edition which 
was published by this eminent scholar, or rather the booksellers 
were directed by him as to the plan they were to adopt in the 
compilation of it; and the sheets were sent to him to be cor- 
rected, when he erased the former readings and inserted others 
which were partly conjectural and partly taken from preceding 
editions with which he collated the text of the present, one; 
but the notes, which, it contains are valuable and are ohiefly 
critical ; the two last volumes comprise very copious and use- 
ful Indices. Wyttenbach in the preface to his edition of the 
4 Opera Moralia/ is too severe in bis observation^ on Reiske, 
his words, are ‘ * Per festinationem omnia corripiebat : sana, cor- 
rupt*, .obscura, difficilia, corrigere teutabat, mutabat, firaas- 
ponebat, demebat, addebat de suo/’ It may not be needless 
to inform the reader that the text of the ‘ Opera Morelia* was 
not corrected by Reiske, but by a friend of his ; but it contains 
the notes of Reiske, (who died in August, 1774).

This, or rather these editions, are very rare. Renouard 
enters very fully into the subject, whether there really were 
two editions published by Aldus and on what basis they were 
formed ; Bryan, says he, in his edition of the Lives of Plutarch, 
cites two A ldine editions, under the titles of Aldina l™** and 
Aldioa 2**, Reiske wished to know, if, like the Demosthenes 
of 1604, this edition has been twice printed under the same 
date ; having only one copy at his disposal, he was not able 
to verify his supposition ; but he brings forward a considerable 
number of readings cited by Bryan, which he could not dis- 
cover in his copy. These variations, too numerous and positive 
to have been caused by an erroneous transcription, appear to 
completely prove the existence of two editions of the same date. 
Possessing three copies only, I am not able precisely to point 
out the means by which these editions may be distinguished 
from each other, as I have done with respect to the Demosthe- 
nes. 1 shall conclude with observing, that that which may be 
considered as the first edition, appears to have been printed 
after that of Phil. Junta ; the second, on the contrary, contains 
very different readings, and a purer text : it is this last which 
has served as the basis of the edition printed at Basle in 1633, 
of H. Stephens's and others; it is in fact much superior to 
that of Junta.

The former of these editions is, as has been already stated, 
a reimpression of the Aldine edition, though the text has been 
occasionally altered ; it displays a better arrangement of the 
Lives.

A very elegant and excellent edition, which has fully an- 
swered the expectations of the learned, and completely super- 
seded every other edition of the Lives. It was formed on the 
basis of Rualdus’s impression of the text of Xylander, which 
has been greatly amended by a collation of six different MSS. ; 
it contains the Annotations of all the preceding Editors and 
those of Palmer, Dacier, and the Editor’s own. Before the 
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completion of the work Bryan died ; it was then undertaken 
by Moses Du Soul, by whom it was completed. Maittaire’s 
edition of the ‘ Apophthegmata/ with the Notes of Bryan is fre- 
quently annexed to this of the * Vitas/ to which it forms a very 
suitable Supplement ; it was printed at London in 4to. in 1741.

It is a correct and well printed 
edition, executed with a very neat Greek character and on a 
clear paper ; it was edited by Xy lander himself, “ lncredibili 
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cura ac labore, et fide summa, multi* mendarum millib . expur- 
gala’ ; on the title-page is a very well-exeeuted device : on the 
reverse is a likeness of Xy lander, under which are the com- 
mendatory verses of Theobald Muller. At the end of the vo- 
lume are the Indices : the first of the contents ; the 2d, which is 
a copious oue, is of those Writers whose testimony Plutarch 
makes use of ; and the 3d is a sufficiently ample Index ‘ Re- 
rum et Verborum,’ with which the volume concludes. It is by 
no means common. These editions were preceded by one 
published at Naples, in folio, in 1526, containing the Tract 
‘ De Virtute Morali/ only with a Latin version and commen- 
tary by Aquaviva Duke of Adria and Prince of Teramo : this 
book is excessively rare. — Maittaire’s copy produced one $hilr 
ling only . Beloe has given some curious information respect- 
ing Aquaviva and this Book in his Anecdotes, voL v, p. 430-1. 

Oxon. 4to. et 8vo. 1795, &c. Gr. et Lat. Wyttenbachii. 

“ This is a valuable and elaborate edition, formed upon the 
Aldine text, and does great merit to a most able scholar and 
acute critic. He acknowledges, that this work has occupied 
30 years of his life, and that he has referred to as many manu- 
scripts as were ever consulted to illustrate any Greek author : 
his copious notes in 1 vol. 4to. and 2 in 8vo. have been printed 
at the Clarendon press. The Greek text would have a more 
elegant appearance, if printed without contractions. The ex- 
amples ot Brunck, Processor Porson, the Bipont Editors, and 
Dr. Maltby, it is to be hoped, will have sufficient influence to 
banish such barbarisms.”

“ The labour which he (Wyttenbach) appears to have be- 
stowed on his grand work is immense, and must have protract- 
ed its publication.

• u Of tbs merit of Hampton’s translation of Polybias, it cannot now be 
necessary to say any thing. Its reputation has been long established, and many 
succeeding editions prove the extensiveness of its circulation. One thing re- 
lating to it, however, may not have been a circumstance of general remark, and 
this is, that the style or the dedication to Lord Henley, who was at that time 
Lord Chancellor, as well as that of the work itself, has not precisely the same 
character which distinguishes the preface. This idea is by no means my owp, 
nor is it altogether noveL A learned friend, some years since, suggested to 
me, that the outlines of the preface were drawn up by Hampton himself, and 
that the composition had received its finishing polish from the pen of Dr. 
Johnson. Nothing can be more certain than that the characters of two minds 
are easily discernible ; and.perhaps, in one or two instances, that want of uni- 
formity may be distinguished, which really exists in the Hampton Lectures 
of Dr. White, but which, at the time of their publication, wholly escaped the 
penetration and sagacity of certain learned critics, who were pleased to infer 
the authenticity of the-Sermons, from the regularity of the style. One thing* 
is incontrovertible. No man living could have written the prefaoe to the trans- 
lation of Polybius, whose mind had not an extensive and steady view of the 
subject, which Polybius has discussed; aud this praise surely belongs to Hamp- 
ton. Neither eouM any man have written it, whose taste had not been early 
formed by the best models of antiquity, in oom position and in criticism ; and 
here also the claims of Hampton are indisputable. At the same time there is n. 
profoundness of thinking, an energy, of expression, a regularity of cadence, 
very dissimilar from the structure of the sentences in the translation, and very 
similar to the best peculiarities of Johnson’S phraseology. With respect to this 
Translation itself, whoever will be ht the pains to compare it with the original, 
will doubtless, as must be unavoidable in such undertakings, be able to detect 
some mistakes; but none, it may be asserted, of very material importance. 
The body of the style is firm and compact, full of sinews and muscles, and witfe 
such evident marks of talents as must impress the reader with the most exalted 
ideas of Hampton’s erudition, as well as judgment’ 4 Beloe's Anecdotes, v. v,

F.ditio Princeps. A very magnificent and iicarce vo- 
lume, and very highly esteemed by Connoisseurs. The editor 
was Cardinal Campanus, who is supposed to have been em- 
ployed by Ulric Han or G&llus in superintending this edition, 
and it is chiefly on this supposition that this volume is attri- 
buted to Han, as it is well known that the greater part, if not 
the whole, of the labours of Campanus were bestowed on works 
printed in that office : the principal supporters of this supposi- 
tion are Orlandi, Maittaire, Panzer appears not to have form- 
ed any opinion respecting the Printer’s name ; he observes that 
Audinredi supposes it to have been executed by Jok, de Ligna- 
mine, others by Clric Han ; Brunet makes the same observa- 
tion, but rightly differs from Panzer in the Christian name of 
Lignamine, whom he calls Philip; Quirinus, Meermaon, De 
Bure, Ernesti, Harles, and Laire ; the following Bibliographers 
on the contrary sumpose Phil, de Lignamine to have been the 
printer, viz. Audiffredi, Santander, Dibdin, and Beloe. At 
the commencemetit of the volume are four leaves, which are 
detached from the body of the work, containing the preface of 
Campanus and an Index ; these four leaves are not always 
found tat the beginning of the volume, but are as frequently 
placed at the end. On the recto of the fifth leaf (including the 
four leaves above mentioned), without any titular prefix, the 
text commences thus ;

A very rare and beautiful edition, edited by the Bishop of 
Aleria. It was formerly considered the first edition, and was 
then in very great request among the Curious, and Copies 
brought no inconsiderable sum ; but since the discovery ot the 
real Editio Princeps (the preceding), it has fallen very 
much in value. It commeuces on the recto of the first leaf 
with the prefatory Epistle of the Editor, addressed to Pope 
Paul 11 ; after which is the Epistle of Campanus extracted 
from the precediug, and an Index ; after which die text com- 
mences, with the Address of Quintilian to Victorius Marcel lus. 
In this edition the tides of the books are printed in a Roman 
(lower-case) letter. The volume finally concludes with the 
Colophonic verses, inserted by these Printers (Sweynheym 
and Pannartz) in their editions, commencing with, Aspicis il- 
lustris lector, &c. We learn the date of the impression from 
the prefatory Epistle of the Editor. This edition, like the pre- 
ceding, has neither catch-words, paging-figures, nor signatures.

Yen et. fol. 1471. (Institutiones). 

A very beautiful edition, but inferior in point of rarity and 
value to the preceding. It was superintended by Omnibonus 
Leonicenus, who has bestowed on Jenson (the Printer) the 
following euloginm : “ Accede bat iustse pneces magistri Ni- 
colai Jenson Gallici alterius (ut uere dica) Daedali : qui libra- 
ri« artis mirabilis inuentor : non ut scribantur calamo libri : 
sed veluti gdma imprimantur : ac prope sigillo primus omnium 
ingeniose mdstrauit. Vt huic viro qui de re literaria tarn bene 
meruerit: nemo sit qui non fauere sumopere debeat,” &c. 
Ernesti observes; “ Haec editio est valde bella: sed babel 
etiara vitia sua. Graeca non sunt expressa. Vicissim lec- 
tiones bonas reperi, ab editoribus recentioribus non notatas : 
unde eos bac editione non usos, aut parum diligenter usos 
patet. In Gesneriana quidem editione lectiones Jensonianae 
valde negligenter notatae sunt, ut nos conferendo reperi m us. 
Notabilis est lectio, Lib. ix, 4. dochmius, quae est sine dubio 
vera, recteque a Capperonerio, quamquam sine auctoritate li- 
brorum, recepta in textum, cum aliae habeant dochimus, ut 
vulgatae Ciceronis in Oratore. Ceterum Leonicenus nihil de li- 
bris, quibus in emendando usus sib Nec dubitem eum, ut et in 
aliis libris fecit, ingenio magis quam libris nixum, in corrigendo 
fuisse. Fuit tamen haec prima recensio Critica.” Ernesti, 
Fabr. Bibl. Lat. p. 267-68. Harles complains of the neglect 
with which this edition has been treated by Editors, “ nondum 
ab Editoribus,” says he, “ ne a Gesnero quidem, adcurate 
riteque esse col lata dicitur.” It has neither catch- words, sig- 
natures, nor paging-figures. A full page contains 39 lines. At 
the end of the text we read the following Colophon :

A very rare and valuable editioa, 
which was known to very few of the earlier Bibliographers : it 
was edited by Domitius Calderinus, and contains three Decla- 
mations only, the Gladiator, Sepulcramlncantatum, and Gemini 
Languentes. By the Colophon we learn that it was printed 
“ per Magistrum Johannem Schurener de Bopardia,” in 1475. 
It is well described by Mr. Dibdin, in his Bibl. Spencer, v. ii, 
p. 313, which [see ; consult also Audiffredi, Editt Rom. p. 
175; Panzer, vol. ii, p. 463; Denis, Suppl. p. 64; and Bru- 
net, t. iii, p. 99. 

Mediol. fol. 1476. (Tnstitutiones). 

A very rare and beautiful edition, much sought after by the 
Curious, on account of its typographical beauty. This volume 
has signatures, which run in eights. Spaces are left for the 
insertion of the Greek passages. From the Colophon we learn 
that it was executed by Antonius Zarotus, at Milan, H Anno a 
natali Christian o 1476. 5. idus Junias Auspice Christo.” It is 
described by Saxius in his Hist. Lit. Mediol. p. DLxiv ; Fossi, 
Cat. Bibl. Magliabech. v. ii, col. 433 ; briefly by De Bure, 
No. 2449 ; and Dibdin, in his Bibl. Spencer, v.ii, p. 311. See

These editions are by no means common ; though they are 
not much esteemed. Engel ranks the latter edition among his 
catalogue “ Bibl. Selectiss.” The first edition was edited by 
Navagerus, with the assistance of Rhamusius, to whom Aldus 
addressed his preface to this work ; the last is a reimpression of 
the first, with the addition of a table of the Greek quotations. 
Ernesti states that Navagerus and Rhamusius did not compile 
this edition, (the former), but that they only corrected the 
proofs, the text being taken, from that published at Florence, 
by Junta, in 1510.

The editor has greatly amended the text of this edition with

the text and prefixed arguments to each division ; he states that 
be has corrected many passages from various editions: he has 
added a few notes of nis own and those of Mosellanus, Came- 
rarius and Pinus. He published some editions subsequent to 
this ; one at Paris, in 1542, which is much more correct and 
copious than the preceding ; but the best by this £ditor is that 
of 1549, containing also xix Declamations. See Eraesti, Fabr. 
B. Lat. v. ii, p. 272 ; and Harles, Brev. Not. Lit Rom. p. 392. 

Luc. Bat. 8vo. 1665. Cura Notis Variorum. 2 vols. 
ll.Us.6d. 

This edition, which was commenced by Schrevelius who 
did not live to complete it, was finished by F. Gronovius, whose 
merits, says Harles, in amending, restoring and perverting the 
Declamations are considerable. It contains the 4 Institudones 
Oratorife,' as well as the Declamations ; the former were super- 
intended by Schrevelius ; the Declamations only by Gronovius, 
which are illustrated with the Notes of Schultingius, Schellhis, 
Pithoeus and Gronovius. “ I have read this edition of Quin- 
tilian cum Notis Variorum, and it is published with great fide- 
lity, and the notes from various Critics are judiciously select- 
ed.” Harwood. Fine copies of this edition are scarce. See 
Ernesti, Fabr.

* I read this edition of Gibson’s through some time ago, and I 
remember that I thought it pretty correct, for I noted down 
some of the errors in the margin, and they were comparatively 
few ; though this Editor might perhaps have frequently intro- 
duced preferable readings. In the compilation he collated throe 
MSS., the first of which was in the Bodleian, which he says 
was written by one 44 Linguae Latinae imperitus;” the ^second 
in St.John’s College, Cambridge, which is mutilated ; and the 
third belonging to Baliol College, Oxford, which is very ele- 
gantly written, but mutilated at the beginning, at the end and 
in various parts : lie also made use of the following editions, 
Jo. Andrea’s (Romae, 1470 ;) a Venetian edition of 1494, one 
of Cologne, of 1521, the second Aldine, of 1522, Sichardus’s, 
(Paris, 1529;) Robert Stephens's, (1542;) a Parisian edition 
of 1542 (Colinaeus’s, 1 believe, for this printer published one in 
that year); and Vascosan's, (1542.) It is tolerably printed ; 
beneath the text are the various lections of these MSS. and edi- 
tions ; at the end of the text is an Index ‘ Rerum et Locutio- 
ntun ’ which is succeeded by two others ; the one 4 Vocum Gnc- 
corum ’ and the other 4 Auctorum ;’ and some Emendations of 
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the text of this Author. The volume concludes with the De- 
clamation * Tribunus Marianus 9 now first published, beneath 
the text of which are a few short critical Notes. Harwood 
calls it “ a good edition, and not so much regarded as its merits 
requires.”

Ernesti has given a very accurate and minute detail of the ma- 
terials employed by Burmann in the compilation of it, which, 
though long well deserves insertion ; “ Superiores omnes haud 
dubie superat quae textum Quintiliani magno studio castigatum 
et illustratum luculeuter exhibit, nitideque excusa est, curante 
Petro Burmanno.

Mr. Barker of Thetford, eulogizes as “ munus Apollinedignum;”

§ ere se opinantur, See." “ These editions of the Plays and 
cholia,” ( says Mr. Kett, alluding to that of Aldus, the Florence 
editions and the one now before us) “ are all necessary to a 
critical Scholar, as they have never been accurately collated, 
and as the variations in them are numerous and important.” 
Elements, v. ii, p. 506. It was preceded by several others, 
the most valuable and curious of which is that by Brubachius, 
Franckfort, in 4to. 1544 ; it contains the ancient Scholia, and 
some very good readings. In this edition there is a very curious 
example of the negligence and carelessness of the Printer in 
the setting up. of part of the CEdipus at Colonus. In collating 
the text of this play, on turning over the 129th leaf, I was very 
much surprised to find the subject completely broken off and 
without the least connection with that which I had read on the 
recto, but on referring to that of Brunck, 1 found that the last 
line on the recto of this leaf formed part of the 639th verse, 
whilst the first on the reverse of the same leaf was, according to 
Brunck’8 edition, the 932d, this page contains 28 verses, ending 
with the 960th ; the following page which is numbered 136, com- 
mences with verse 961 and ends with the 997th ; on the reverse 
of the same leaf we read the 609th. The verses then run on in 
regular order for the nine following pages, the last of which 
ends with the 931st verse, and is paged 135 : on the reverse 
of the same leaf we read the 538lh verse, ending with the 
570th, — the following page which is numbered 130 and com- 
mences with verse 571, ending with the 608th; on the reverse 
of the same leaf is the 998th verse ending with the 1035th : after 
which the verses run on in regular order ; yet, notwithstanding 
this confusion, the Play is perfect. This circumstance has 
escaped every preceding Bibliographer, nor do I know that it 
has been observed by any one . 14s.

A very excellent and accurate edition, and highly creditable 
to the editorial talents of Henry Stephens ; it is formed on the 
basis of that of Turnebus ; on each page of which we have the 
ancient Scholia of the Roman edition of 1518, and those of 
Turnebus, corrected by the Editor. It contains some very 
choice readings : there is not an Edition in which I read 
Sophocles with so much pleasure as in this of H. Stephens — 
so much for prejudice. It was reprinted at Geneva, by Paul 
Stephens, in 4to. in 1603, which is not much esteemed.

This little edition, which Harwood .very properly calls 
“ beautiful and correct/’ is held in considerable estimation, 
and is much sought after by Critics and by the Curious ; 
it forms part of a minute set of the Tragedians by this 
Editor, which were executed at the press of Plantin. Profes- 
sor Dalzel in Collect. Grec. Maj. (v. ii, p. 101) styles it 
“ Editio rarissima,” and not without reason, for a gooa copy 
cannot be procured for much lesfc than twenty shillings. It 
was reprinted in 1593, (10s. 6d.) and in 1597, the former at 
Leyden, the latter at Heidelburgh.

the second part contains the Greek Scholia published at Rome 
in 1518 by Lascaris. In the notes, which are at the bottom of 
each page, are the modern Scholia, after which he has inserted 
such of the Scholia of Triclinius as he thought worth- preserv- 
ing, and lastly his own notes. In the third part of the second 
volume are the fragments of Sophocles ; a Lexicon Sophocleum, 
in which he was assisted by Ruhnken ; an Index and a table 
of the authors cited in the Scholia, by Larcher. The contents 
of the 8vo. edition are precisely the same as the 4to. In .1789 
Brunck published another 8vo. edition, in 3 vols. (4/. 4*.) at 
his own expense, of which 250 copies only are said to have been 
struck off ; it is more beautifully printed than the preceding ; 
though they are very beautiful. The merits of these editions 
are so well known and so universally acknowledged as to re- 
quire no eulogium from me. Dalzel calls the 4to. edition

Mr. Dibdin sup- 
poses that it is this edition which Orlandi, Maittaire, Panzer, 
and others have mistaken, supposing that it contains the whole 
of Statius; I should myself incline to his opinion, were it not 
for two circumstances ; firstly, that edition had not the name 
of the printer, and secondly. Panzer cites a copy in the library 
at Gottingen ; but as I have no other means of drawing any 
conclusion except from the statements of others, I have thought 
it better to insert those opinions and refer to the authors of 
them, than attempt to draw any inference which might perhaps 
be erroneous, and mislead others. It contains the Com- 
mentaries of Calderinus on the Epistle of Sappho to Phaoa 
from Ovid ; an explanation of some of the obscure passages of 
Propertius : and Excerpta from the third book of the Commen- 
taries of Statius, chiefly relating to grammatical questions. It 
has neither catch-words, paging- figures, nor signatures. At 
the end of the volume we read the following colophon :

This edition is held in very little estimation ; it is accompa- 
nied with the critical notes of Xylander.

It was 
preceded by an edition published at Basle, (by Hopper, in 
folio,) in 1549, accompanied with a Latin version by Glarea- 
nus and Hartungus ; this edition is still less regarded than that 
of Xylander, nor does the editor appear to have corrected so 
great a number of the inaccuracies of the Aldine, as he pro- 
fesses to have done.

Casaubon was only 28 years of age when he compiled this 
(first) edition, in which he received very considerable assis- 
tance from the various readings of four MSS., which were 
presented to him by his Father-in-law, Henry Stephens. He 
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has amended the defective, and most wretchedly-mangled text 
of his Author ; but he has in innumerable instances with a 
flying-leap overlooked an incredible number of lacunae, &c. 
<&c. nor as he availed himself so fully or frequently of his va- 
rious Readings as he might happily have clone. — Casaubon 
published in the same year, same size, and from the same 
office, his Commentary on Strabo. — The copy, which has 
served for this description, is one of not the lea*t valuable books 
in my collection. It is the presentation copy of Isaac Casau- 
bon to his son John, whose Autograph appears on the title- 
page; and it is enriched with the inedited MS. Annotations 
of Cluverius, so highly celebrated for his knowledge of Geo- 
graphy ; which, as 1 learn from an Epistle at the end of the 
volume, were written at Casaubon’s desire. — Mr. Dibdin has 
erroneously assigned the date of 1597 to this edition. It con- 
tains the Latin version of Xy lander, which is printed in parallel 
columns with the Greek ; the arguments to Books from the Al- 
dine edition, and an useful Index. The notes, which occupy 
223 pages, are learned and valuable, and are partly explanatory 
and partly critical. Reprinted at Paris, in 1620, under the care 
of Morel, of which Harwood observes; “ I read this edition 
through some years ago, and its correctness, and the learned 
notes which it contains, do great credit to the very learned and 
ingenious Casaubon : but it appears to me that the Greek ori- 
ginal hath suffered greatly, particularly in the two first books.”

We are presented in this edition with a more 
correct text than has hitherto been published ; it was formed 
on a collation of some MSS. of which Schoell observes, that 
the collation has not been so diligently made, in the opinion of 
some learned men, as to preclude the necessity of further col- 
lation ; from the convenience of the size it will always be a 
popular one. It was preceded bv one which was commenced 
at Paris, the first volume, only, of which appeared in 1763; for 
the Editor ( M. Berquign) growing tired of the labour attending' 
it, relinquished the undertaking; he sent over to the Univer- 
sity of Oxford all his materials, where they now remain.

It is printed in long lines, 35 of which are contained in a full 
page. It has neither catch-words, paging-figures, nor signa- 
tures. The volume commences with a single detached leaf, 
on the recto of which we read the prefatory epistle of Campa- 
nusto Cardinal Piccolomini, after which is a table of the 
folios, which ends on the reverse : on the recto of the following 
leaf the text commences, thus ;

tations of the same on Suetonius and the Notes of Erasmus on 
Suetonius, Eutropius and Paul Diaconus. Both these editions 
are very rarely met with in good condition, which may be ac- 
counted for in the words of Renouard, “ parcequ’elles furent 
longtemps le manuel de quiconque vouloit 6tudier 1’Histoire 
Romaine.” The value of the latter edition is considerably en- 
hanced by the * Index Memorabilium’, which was taken from 
the Hist. August. Script, by Erasmus, printed at Basle by 
Froben in 1518, and the Notes. At the sale of the Duke de 
la Vallifere’s Collection a copy of this latter edition on vellum 
was sold for 13/.

The first of these editions contains the entire Commentaries 
of Torrentius and Casaubon, with the notes of Marcilius, and 
those of Guietus, Gronovius, Achilles Statius, and Vinetus, on 
the books * de Grammaticis et Rhetoribus,’ and the very co- 
pious Index of Mat. Berneccer : this was reprinted in 1691, 
out not so correctly as the preceding; it is adorned with 
plates representing tne Emperors, taken from some coins in the 
possession of Coetierius; it also contains the conjectures of 
Goesius. — The third and last edition of Grevius was published 
in 1703, and is much superior to the preceding in accuracy and 
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copiousness: he has greatly augmented the notes by 4 Ex- 
cerpta’ from the Codex 4 Memmius,’ and by a collation of 
some ancient MSS. and the addition of the entire Commentaiy 
of Patinus, who illustrated the text of this author from some 
ancient coins.

At the 
bottom of each page are various readings taken from the 
Codex Memmius : the first part only of which was collated by 
Salmasius ; which Gronovius completed. Harles calls it 44 egre- 
gia et critica.”

“ No one better understood Roman antiquities, or more 
happily illustrated them than Pitiscus.” Harwood. This is 
a very excellent and valuable edition, in which the industry as 
well as the learning of the.editor has been fully displayed ; in 
his Commentary, according to the Bibl. Harlefan, he has in- 
serted extracts from nearly 900 ancient and modem authors. 
Pitiscus published bis first edition at Utrecht, in 1699. See 
the Bibl.

An elegant and accurate edition : the text is that of Ernesti, 
which Wolf, by a collation of some MSS. and the earlier edi- 
tions, has greatly improved, and has frequently succeeded in 
restoring to its original purity. At the bottom of each page. 
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under the text, are the notes of Ernesti, which have been cor* 
reeled and augmented by the editor. To the lives of the first 
four Emperors are annexed some observations of Ruhnken, 
which were presented to Wolf by a young friend, whose name 
is concealed. Kliigling gives a copious account of this edition, 
in his Supplement, p. 271-2.

supposed. It has neither signatures, nor paging-figures; the 
text is printed in a round Roman character, in long lines, 36 of 
which are contained in a full page. Brotier observes of it, in 
words similar to those of Ernesti ; “ Antiquitate, elegantia, 
raritate prestantissima. Multis quidem, et gravissimis erroribus, 
ut solitum est in primis quibusque editionibus, faedata ; abest et 
Cn. Julii Agricolae vita : adhuc quoque latebant sex priores 
Annalium libri: Nihilominus utilissima est, quod complura 
veteris scripture in recentioribus editionibus perperam immutse 
vestigia retineat.”

This is the first edition in which the works appeared as we 
now have them ; it is exceedingly rare and valuable, and is 
printed in a neat character on a very clear white paper, per 
Stephanum Guillereti de Lotharingia. The first five books of 
the Annals are here presented to us for the first time, which 
were taken from a MS. purchased by Pope Leo X. from the 
Abbey of Corvey in Westphalia, for a very considerable sum ; 
the other books were also collated with an ancient MS. and the 
variations noted down; this MS. has been since collated by 
Pichena and by Gronovius, which sufficiently repaid them for 
their labour. It is necessary here to admonish the learned, 
says Ernesti, lest they also should commit the same error as 
Gronovius and others, and suppose that Beroaldus published the

Lango bardic MS. ; which is very incorrect The preface and 
admonition respecting the typographical errors (annexed to the 
fifth book), informs us, that Beroaidus edited those books from 
the Corvey MS. : with respect to the other Manuscript it is 
uncertain whether it belonged to Florence or not — The re- 
maining books were added from the Puteolanus’s editions 
which he (Ernesti,) discovered by the preface of Puteolanus, 
which is prefixed to the xitb book ; but, says he, a collation of 
the text of this Roman edition with that of Venice made it per- 
fectly clear. Pope Leo to encourage the researches of the 
learned, offered a reward to any one who should discover any 

S irt of the works of this Historian : to Beroaidus he granted 
e exclusive privilege of printing and selling the works of Ta- 
citus for the space of ten Years ; yet notwithstanding the de- 
nunciation of penalties ana the Pope’s Bull, this edition was 
pirated by Minutianus, who published one in the same years 
the fact is detailed at considerable length by Ernesti in his 
preface, and briefly by Brotier, which latter I shall here in- 
sert; “ Alexander Minutianus, Apulus, eruditus typographos 
Mediolanensis et Historian professor chartas Beroaldinse edi- 
tionis ex urbe importatas recudit, ut eas auditoribus suis praele- 
geret.

The book on the Customs of the Germans has been corrected 
by Rbenanus. Ernesti (in his preface) observes that Froben 
“ edidit — ita eleganter, ut superiores non modo sequaret, sed 
etiam prope superaret.” In 1533, a second edition was pub- 
lished m this Office, of which Ernesti observes, in his preface ; 

“ Hsec quoque editioper pulchra est, nec multum cedit superiori, 
Ac.” and in 1544, a third impression appeared, which is greatly 
inferior to either of the others in typographical elegance* and in 
accuracy.

by their Annotations have illustrated this excellent Historian. 
The most esteemed editions are those which were compiled 
subsequently to that of Pichena, among which are enumerated 
the following ; those printed by Plantin,* at Antwerp, are the 
most popular, among which are those of 1600 and 1607, (con- 
taining also Velleius Paterculus), they are printed in a tine 
bold character, and the latter is preferred by Gronovius to aH 
those published at Lyons.

A very excellent and valuable edition, and infinitely supe- 
rior to the preceding, in the accuracy of the text and in the 
quantity and utility of the notes. It contains (or at least pro- 
fesses to do so,) the entire notes of Rhenanus, Ursinus, Mu- 
retus, Mercer, Lipsius, Acidaiius, Pichena, Gruter, Grotius, 
Freinshem, J. F. Gronovius, and a selection of the Commenta- 
ries of others. Harwood says, that in bis opinion “this is an 
infinitely better and more useful edition of Tacitus, than that of 
Brotier.” Mr. Dibdin, who consulted the edition of Oberlin 
(who inserted all the valuable matter contained in the very 
learned and critical preface of Ernesti in that of his own,) puts 
the quotation with regard to Gronovius’s severity towards 
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Ryckius, into the mouth of Oberlin ; and this Bibliographer 
has continually quoted the opinions of Ernesti from Oberlin s 
edition, as if they had been really written by that editor. See 
Ernesti’s Preface ; Fabr.

of the Editio Princeps ; some of which have been received 
into the text. Mr. Dibdin erroneously states that this Edition 
contains the various readings of some MSS. in the Royal Li- 
brary at Paris.

Ebitio Princeps. The history of the early editions of 
this comic poet is involved in considerable obscurity, and if 
we may judge from the amazing number of dateless and dated 
editions we have of his comedies, he must have been one of the 
most popular authors of the XVth century. Panzer enume- 
rates (supposing his citations to be correct) no less than thirteen 
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edition* without a date, some of which arc 4 absque UUa Note 
the Count IFEIci of Florence, as Mr. Dibdin informs us, men- 
tions fifteen, and that he actually possessed twelve; but Brunet 
exceeds the Count in the dumber of these editions, for he descr ib e * 
no less than seventeen. The edition which is here placed at 
the head of this list is excessively rare and valuable, and has 
neither catch-words, paging-figures, nor signatures : it is print- 
ed in lQng lines, 32 of which are contained in a full page, but 
in the last page there are only 21. It is executed in a Gothic 
character and is assigned to the press of Mentelin of Strasburgh. 
Mr. Beloe positively states, that it was executed by that 
printer, in his account of the early printers, alluding to the 
Homilies of St. Chrysostom, which, it is pretty certain, were 
executed by him. The date may be nearly ascertained by the 
following relation of Panzer's: “ Exempt o cuidam, quod de- 
texit Cl. Seemillerus, cum quo comp&ctaerat editio Valerii 
Maximi (No. 408) manu pristini possessors Sigismuadi Meys- 
terlein adscriptum erat: * Anno dni MCCCCLXX. tempore 
nundinarum in Nolingen (forte Noerdlingen) emi ego fir. Sigis- 
mundus Meusterlein Terentii opus pro i. Flor. Rh. Valerii 
vero Maximi missum fuit in nomine propine (remunerationis) 
a famoso eiusdem impressore duo Adolfo de Ingwilen, cujus 
tamen faciem nunquam videram Ex Schoepfl. Vindic. typogr. 
p. 99. patet Adolfuin hunc Ruschium, Inguilanum, Mentelii 
filiam, Salomen, prastitae in typographia opere premium in 
matrimonium accepisse. Forte Henncus ille de Inguiler, qui 
Argentorati 1483. impressit, filius erat A do l phi.’

premium, uti Petrus Schaefferus Fausti filiam, in matrimonium 
accepit.

Codices tamen impressos, Ruscnii nomen 
preferentes, non novi:” these extracts, together with the anec- 
dote respecting the purchase of this edition by Meusterlein 
from this Adolphus Ruschius, seem to infer a probability of 
this work having been executed by him, for as he succeeded 
his father-in-law, he of course took possession of the types 
which were in that office.

The names of the speakers are 
confounded with the text, and the initial letters are left blank :

Lord Spencer is in possession of the identical copy, mentioned 
above, with the MS. note of Sigismund Meusterlein, which he 
purchased at the sale of the Cardinal Lomenie’s books for 
48/. 7 8. 4 d . : the Bishop of Rochester, also, possesses a copy 
of this ‘ bijou typographique.’ It is believed, as Mr. Beloe 
states, there is not a third copy in this country. Laire in his 
Index has given a sufficiently copious description ; vol. i, 
p. 53-4, which see. See also Panzer, v. i, p. 74 and v. iv, 
p. 224 ; Santander, t. iii, p. 387 ; Dibdin’s Introd. v. ii, p. 259, 
and Bibl. Spencer, v. ii, p. 401 and 404-7 ; Beloe’s Anecdotes, 
v. iii, p. 249 ; and Brunet, t. iii, p. 305. Brunet supposes this 
edition not to have been the first.

This edition is the 3rd in order according to the arrangement 
of Brunet, and the 2nd according to Dibdin ; the former gives 
us little more than a bare account of the contents, concluding 
with the following remark ; It is probable that this precioui 
volume was not printed subsequently to the year 1472 : but the 
latter gives us a sufficiently copious description of it, and re- 
marks that there “ can be little doubt about attributing this 
publication to the press of Gering, Crantz, and Friburger.” 
It is executed in a Roman character, without catch-words, 
paging-figures, and signatures : it comprises 86 leaves ; a full 
page contains 32 lines. See Dibdurs Bibl. Spencer, v. ii, 
p. 408-9 ; and Brunet, t. iii, p. 305. This edition is supposed 
to have been succeeded by one, which is also ‘ absque Ulla 
Nota,’ which Mr. Dibdin thinks was printed at Brescia, about

This is the first edition of this comic poet with a date ; it is 
exceedingly rare, and much sought after by amateurs ; it is ex- 
ecuted in a beautiful round Roman character, without catch- 
words, paging-figures, or signatures, by John de Colonia. It 
commences with a life of Terence, which is said to be 4 excerpta 
de dictis D. Petrarchae,’ which is succeeded by the Epitaph 
inserted in the account of the Editio Princeps, occupying the 
whole of the first leaf, and the recto of the second, the reverse 
of which is blank ; on the recto of the third and following leaf 
we have the Argument and the Prologue to the Andria, and on 
the reverse of the same the text of the Andria commences ; the 
other plays follow in the same order as that which has been 
established in all the modern editions. At the end of the 
volume (which is said to contain 100 leaves,) is the following 
imprint ;

An exceedingly rare and valuable edition, printed by Sweyn- 
heym and Pannartz in a Roman character, without catch- words, 
signatures, and paging-figures, like prose. It commences with 
a short panegyric on the Poet, which is immediately fol- 
lowed by the Argument to the Andria, the Epitaph on 
Terence, the Metrical Arguments to each of the Plays, 
and the two first lines of the Prologue, with the title * Pro- 
logus’ prefixed. On the recto of the following leaf the text' 
commences, the initial letter being left blank: a full page 
contains 38 lines. Mr. Beloe, in his Anecdotes of Literature, 
states, that “ no copy of this edition is to be found in this 
country,” which however is far from being correct, for there 
is a copy in Lord Spencer’s Collection. At the end of this 
volume we read the usual Colophonic verses of these printers 
commencing with “ Aspicis illnstris lector/’ Ac. beneath which 
we read the date as follows.

Laire assigns 
it to the press of Vindelin of Spires, to whose types it bears a 
resemblance, and this supposition is also corroborated by the 
opinions of Santander ana Brunet It commences with the 
Epistles of the Editor, (Regius), from the conclusion of which 
we learn the date of the impression of this volume, it runs 
thus;

fol. 1474. Sine loci et typographi ind. 

A very rare edition, printed in long lines, without any dis- 
tinction of the text into verses : it has neither catch-words, 
paging-figures, nor signatures. It is attributed to the press of 
Valdarfer, to whose edition of the Orations of Cicero it is sup- 
posed to bear a great resemblauce. It commences with the 
following title, in large capitals,

This edition is no less rare than the preceding, and is much 
sought after by the curious ; it is printed in long lines, the text 
being metrically arranged. It has neither catch-words, paging- 
figures, nor signatures. Brunet observes, that he has seen one 
copy of this edition which had signatures a , n, t, j, hot that 
they appeared to have been inserted subsequently to the print- 
ing of the volume, and he affirms that he has inspected two 
other copies which had them not : it is composed of 104 leaves, 
the two first of which are occupied by a Life of Terence, taken 
from the Commentaries of Donatus, and the Epitaph “ natus 
in excelsis,” &c. At the end of the volume we read the follow- 
ing Colophon :

Of this yery rare edition very little is known. Panzer (who 
became acquainted with it through the medium of the Bib!.

Nactenus incognita.” Garnal. v. iii, p. 44. “ This must be a 

curious edition. Hoblyn’s books were sold by Leigh and 
Sotheby ; but I cannot learn who was the purchaser of this 
book.” Beloe’s Anecdotes, v. iii, p. 395. See Brunet, t iii, 
p. 308. This edition was preceded by a very scarce and ele- 
gant one, printed at Treves, in 1477, with the Commentaries of 
Donatus and Calphurnius. See Harles’s Brev. Not p. 101-2. 

PARMiE, fol. 1481. 

This edition was printed by Gen. del Cerro, and is very sel- 
dom met with. 1 am not aware that it possesses any singular 
merit, nor that it is of any particular value. See Dibdin’s 
Bibl. Spencer, v. ii, p. 425-26 ; and Brunet, t iii. p. 308. 

Argent, fol. 1496. Cum Directorio Vocabulorum et 
Sententiorum, Artis Comicae Glossa interlineari, et 
Commentario Donati guidonis Ascensii, 5/. 5s. 

A very rare and curious edition, adorned with a profusion of 
remarkably singular and spirited wood-cuts, some of which are 
very amusing. Mr. Dibdin has devoted several pages to a de- 
scription of this volume, and to some fac-similes, which he in- 
serted in his Catalogue of Lord Spencer’s books, printed in the 
fifteenth century, &c. vol. ii. p. 426-38. See Fretag. Adpor. 
Iitt. v. iii, p. 690-1. It was reprinted by Gruninger, at Stras- 
burgh, in 1499, which is adorned with the same cuts : this as 
well as the former edition is a very curious and amusing book. 

LrUDG. 4to. 1506. 

This edition is extremely scarce and very little known. 
Fretag, (in his Adpor. Litt v. i, p. 491) has given a sufficiently 
copious and particular description, to which I must refer my 
reader. 

Venet. 8vo. 1517 et 1521. Apod Aldum. 

The former of these editions is exceedingly rare, and formed 
the basis of all the subsequent ones, a beautiful copy of which, 
with the initial letters illuminated, bound in morocco, was sold 
at Mr. Croft’s sale for 7/. 10*.; another at Count Hoym's 
brought 6/. 6*.— The latter edition is much sought after and is 
nearly as rare as the preceding. Renouard, as Brunet informs 
us, is in possession of a large paper copy of this edition print- 
ed on thick paper. Renouard states that there is a copy of this 
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edition on vellum, in the imperial library at Vienna, bound by 
Grolier, which, he says, he has no doubt is the identical copy which 
was presented by these printers to the emperor, “ en lui faisant 
hommage de cette edition he further observes that Mr. Ed- 
wards, a London bookseller, in 1802, purchased a copy of this 
description at Paris, in which the preliminary pieces were 
wanting, bearing the date of 1521, (which, he says, has been 
evidently inserted by the hand,) and that it was a copy of the 
subsequent edition of 1541, of which there are copies on vel- 
lum ; of the latter one of 1545, it is said that there were as 
copies struck off on vellum, but there are some on larger paper. 
These editions were preceded by one printed in 1511, also at 
Venice, which is extremely scarce ; it is an 8vo. and was exe- 
cuted, as we learn from the Colophon, bv Lazarus Soardus. 
The late Dr. Askew possessed a copy of it. See the BibL 
Askw. No. 3071. Consult Dibdin’s introd. v. ii, p. 268-9; 
Renouard Annales, 1. 1, p. 134 and p. 159; and Brunet, t.iii.

Paris, fol. 1529. R. Stephani. 

Engel speaks of this edition which is accompanied with the 
Commentaries of Donatus and Calphurnius, as “ Editio raris- 
rissima.” Frey tag is very copious in his account of it in his 
Adpar. Litt v. iii, p. 594-99. This edition was reprinted in 
1536, in folio, which Freytag observes, has been already col- 
lated by Maittaire, (Annal. v. ii, p. 849) who affirms that 
there is no other difference between this and the former edi- 
tion, except in the type with which it was printed, which is 
not so clear and neat as that used in the former ; in this edition 
the metrical arrangement of the verses is said to have been 
particularly attended to by Erasmus ; it contains his Epistle ; 
dated 1532, on the metre of Terence : the index of the edition of 
1529, is more copious than this. Adpar. Litt. v. iii, p. 596. 
The edition of 1582, though not so rare as that of 1529, 
(which contains some notes of Melancthon, Erasmus, Scaliger 
and others), is the most popular of all the editions of Robert 
Stephens. 

Basil, fol. 1532. Ex Officina Froben. 

This edition is very scarce and very little known ; it is fairly 
printed by Froben. It was edited bv Erasmus and contains 
some very excellent readings. I prefer it in many respects to 
many of those which are of a later date. From the address to the 
reader we learn that several of the earlier editions were col- 
lated expressly for this. With this edition Harles commences 
his “ Tertia aetas ; — nacta est,” says he “ egregios criticos et 
interpretes Terentii, Princeps est — cum Scholiis ex commen- 
tariis Donati, Asperi et Cornuti decerptis emendat Studio 
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Dee. Erasmi.” The text and the Commentaries are printed 
separately ; those of Donatus* Carputus and Asperns illustrate 
all the Plays except the Heautontimoromenos, to which those 
of Calpharnius are annexed. After the Phormio is an Index 
“ omnium quae in hisce Terentii Commentarits observations 
digna not&nter.” — The volume ends with the Arguments of 
M elan c thon to all the Comedies. It was reprinted in 1538. 

Lugd. 8vo. 1538. Apud Gryphium. 

Harles speaks very favourably of this edition, which he 
classes with those of Venice, of 1546, in fol. and of Basle of 
1648, in 8vo. with the Commentaries of Donatas, Calphumius, 
Erasmus, Palmannus and others, under the appellation of “ lau- 
dem merent.” Brev. Not p. 103. 

Florbnt. 8vo. 1565. Faerni, 2vols. 

To no individual editor of the Sixteenth Century is Terence 
more indebted than to Faernus, who by a careful collation of 
several ancient editions and MSS. by a judicious selection 
of readings, and by the great labour he has bestowed on the 
restoration of the metre of his author, has succeeded in greatly 
amending the text : he dying in 1561, this edition was com- 
pleted by Victorias ; but 1 am not certain how far the labours 
of Facernus extended. Of this editor Latinus Lanius in one of 
his Epistles, as quoted by Ernesti, speaks favorably. The Abb6 
Morefli (in the Cat. Bibl. Pinell. v. ii, p. 379,) alluding to a copy 
of this edition observes “ Edition is praestantissimae exemplar pe- 
relegans.” It sold for 1/. 14«. See De Bure, No. 2611 ; Dib- 
din’s Introd. v. ii, p. 265-66; and Brunet, t. iii, p. 309. 

Antv. 16mo. 1561. Pulmanni. 

A very beautiful little edition says De Bure, executed in a 
round Roman character, of which the curious “ font cas,” pro- 
vided the copy be in good condition : copies bring a consider- 
able sum : this edition is the only one which is esteemed ; as 
those which bear a subsequent date are considered counterfeits.

Paris,, fol. 1577. LambinL 16*. 

“ This is a very excellent and useful edition.” Kett’s Ele- 
ments, v. ii, p. 526. 

Lug. Bat. l2mo. 1635. Exrecens. Heinsiana. 15*. 

This is the genuine Elzevir edition, which is one of the most 
beautiful of all this esteemed Collection of Classics : on the 
recto of the second leaf, which is paged 1, we read the Drama- 
tis Person®, in which the names of the * Person®’ are printed 
in red ink, the explanations in black; besides the error in the 
paging, noticed by De Bure, 1 have myself observed the fol- 
lowing ; 101 is erroneously paged 60, 154 is paged 254, and 273 
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is paged 173 : but there is a difference between the genniue and 
the spurious edition, in the taut ensemble, which to the c wmnois- 
seur, would, independent of these little variations above men- 
tioned, sufficiently distinguish it It is a volume of considera- 
ble rarity and is in great request I have seen a copy sold for 
It 14s.

Paris, fol. 1642. E. Typog. Regia. 18s. 

A very beautiful edition, whose sole merit, says de Bure, is 
the beauty of the impression : it is executed in large characters, 
and ought to accompany the other Authors, printed after the 
same style and about the same time, at the Louvre ; viz. 
Virgil, Horace, Juvenal and Persius. This collection forms 
four folio volumes ; which, when complete, are held in some 
estimation. Bibl. Intruct. No. 2614. See Brunet, t. iii, 
p. 310; and Freytag. Adpar. Litt. t. iii, p. 699. 

Lug. Bat. 8vo. 1644, 51, 57, 62, 69; et Amst. 1686- 
Cum notis variorum. 

The three first of these editions were compiled by Schrevelius, 
and contain (or at least profess to do so,) the entire Commen- 
tary of Donatus and a selection of the variorum notes : they 
are veiy neatly printed, but are held in little estimation. The 
last edition (1686) is the most copious and correct, and is a 
very good one ; it is sought after by the admirers of that valu- 
able and excellent collection of Editions of the Greek and 
Latin Classics, called Variorum. 

Argent. 8vo. 1657. Boecleri, 2 vols. 1/. 4s. 

In this edition are the notes of Guietus, which are very 
learned ; but Ernesti, Harles, and other critics complain of the 
licentiousness of this sagacious and erudite Commentator, in al- 
tering the text of his Author. Boeder used three MSS. in 
the formation of the text, which, he says, contained many va- 
luable emendations ; he has added some good notes of his 
own, and a very useful Chrestomathia Terentiana. See Er- 
nesti, Fabr. Lat. v. i, p. 69 ; Harles, Introd. Lit. Rom. v. i, 
p. 261-2, and Brev. Not. p. 104 ; and Dibdin’s Introd. v. ii, 
p. 266-67. 

Cant. 4to. 1701. Lengii. 

A very elegant edition, formed on a careful and judicious 
collation of thirteen MSS. and ancient editions : annexed are 
some critical notes by the editor and a dissertation, de ratione 
et licentia metri Terentiani. Harwood informs us that the edi- 
tor received* great assistance from a Treatise published at 
Oxford in 1687, by Wasse, de Legibus et Licentia veterum 
Poetarum. See Ernesti, Fabr. Lat, v. i, p. 61 ; De Bure, 
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No. 2617 ; and Brunet, t. iii, p. 310. Reprinted in 1701 and 
1723, at Cambridge, in 8vo. Dr. Harwood says that the last 
V is by far the best edition.” 

Am8T. 8vo. 1710. Hugenii. 

An elegant edition, containing a judicious and very accurate 
Index of all the words and phrases of Terence, (which had 
been previously published in 1701.) It contains also a collec- 
tion of all those passages of Plautus in which Terence is sup- 
posed to have imitated him, which are placed at the bottom of 
each page. This same Index was published by Maittaire in 
his little edition of this Poet, in 1715. See Emesti Fabr. B.

Lond. 4to. 1724 Ad exemplar Faernianum, &c. Edidit 
Fr. Hare. 15s. 

This edition is a very elegant one, but it is held in little esti- 
mation. The text was formed chiefly on that of Faernus, 
whose notes Hare has incorporated with his own : he has care- 
fully examined some of the earlier editions, particularly the 
Venetian of 1471, of which he has given some account: his 
own notes are not numerous and relate chiefly to the metrical ar- 
rangement of this Author.

This edition contains also the Fables of Phaedrus and the 
Sentences of P. Syrius and others : it is a very learned and 
critical performance ; the text of Terence is formed on that of 
Faernus, which the Editor has collated with several MSS. 
Bentley boasts of having corrected the text of Faernus in 
nearly one thousand places , of which he gives an account and the 
reason of the emendations in the Notes. The Bipont Editors have 
been too severe in their opinions of Bentley, who though too 
fond of altering the text ot his Author, and though he has un- 
doubtedly frequently erred from the boldness of his conjectures, 
yet he was a very excellent Scholar and perspicacious Critic. 
We are, however great or numerous the faults of this edition 
may be, greatly indebted to him. It was reprinted, with some 
additional notes of Bentley, at Amsterdam, in 1727, in 4to.

Hagjs. Com. 4to. 1726. Westerhovii. 2 vols. 2 /. 2s. 

A very splendid and valuable edition, containing the Com- 
mentaries of Donatus, Eugraphius, and Calphurnius, with the 
Variorum Notes and seme of the editor’s own. Harles observes

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respecting Westerhovius’s Commentary, “ non tam eritico, 
qnam grammatico, in quo potissimum vim loqueadi ac venusta- 
tem formularum omnisque latinitatis Terenti&nae erudite, et aH- 
quanto uberius illustrauit atque cum commeatariis Donate 
Eugraphii, et Calphuroii e codd. suppletis atque emendatis 
atque indice copiostssimo edidit: — ad fidem duodecim amplius 
MSS. codicum et pluscularum optima note editionum recen- 
sitae et commentario perpetuo illustr&vit.”

I feel no hesitation in pronouncing this to be die best edition 
which has yet been published ; it is now scarce.

Roma. fol. 1736 et 1767. Lat et Ital. 11. 11a. 6 d. 

These editions are very elegant, they contain the Italian ver- 
sion of Fortiguerra, which is very highly esteemed : it is 
adorned with some engravings taken from a MS. in the Vati- 
can. “ L’edizione h sontuosa, e la Traduzione si £ del celebre 
Monsig. Niccold Fortiguerra such are the words of Haym 
respecting the former edition, which Baver ranks among his 
Catalogue of rare books, “ Editio splendida et apud nos rara.” 
Bibl. Libr. Rarior. v. iv, p. 158. The latter edition is thus de- 
scribed by Harles ; 44 Ad antiquissimos MSS. codd. bibliotheca 
Vatican® collat. cum variantibus lectionibus, Larvis et Perso- 
nis depromptis ex eisdem codd. et italics versione recensuit, 
notasque antiquam artem comicam et nonnulla antiquitatum 
romanorum monumenta illustrantes addidit Carolus Cooqae- 
lines.”

Lond. 12mo. 1751. Sandby. 2 vols. 10s. 

A very neat and pleasing edition, adorned with some elegant 
engravings after the antique. There are copies on large 
PAPBR which are held in some estimation, but those on small 
paper are little sought after. 

Paris. 12mo. 1753. Philippe. 2 vols. 15s. 

A beautiful little edition, of which there are a few copies ON 
PARCHMENT which are exceedingly scarce and are highly es- 
teemed by the curious ; a copy of which description, elegantly 
bound in 3 vols, brought at Uouttard’s sale 1 21 10s. 

Edinb. 12mo. 1758. 

44 This edition was purposely published for the prise offered 
by the University of Edinburgh, and obtained H. It is an im- 
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aaonkt» edition.” Harwood. There are copies on la rob 
papbr, but they are ?ery seldom met with. 

Birmingham. 4to. et 12mo. 1774. Typis Johanois Bas- 
kerville. 

These editions have little else to recommend them to the no- 
tice of collectors, except the delicacy of the type and the beauty 
of the paper : the 4to. impression is the most valued as it forms 
part or one of the most beautiful collections of Latin Classics 
ever published in this country. The 4to. sells for 18*. ; the 
12mo. for 7*. 

Lips. 8vo. 1774. Zeunii. 2 vols. l/.l*. 

A very excellent and critical edition formed on those of 
Lindebrog, which Zeunius has greatly amended ; it contains 
an abridgment of the notes of Faernus and Bentley, and a se- 
lection of those of other Commentators ; the Dissertations of 
Evanthius and others on Tragedy and Comedy, and Of Heinsius 
on the Roman Theatre; the Diatribae of Westerhovius and of 
Bentley, and three very useful Indices. It is to be lamented 
that it was not executed in a better style, for both type and pa- 
per are execrable. Harles bestows very great praise on this 
edition ; see his Introd. Lit. Rom. v. ii, p. 269. Harles says 
that it was republished with a fresh title-page in 1787. 

Bipqnt. 8vo. 1779. 2 vols. 

Hailes speaks favourably of this edition, which he calls a 
good one : it is one of the very few editions of the Latin Clas- 
sics published by this Society, which has notes arranged under 
the text, which the same Bibliographer calls “ erudite It 
contains an useful 4 Notitia Literaria’ and an Index. The 
editor’s name is Exter. It was reprinted in 1786. 

Lips. 8vo. 1795. Bottigori. 

This edition was published by this ingenious Critic as a spe- 
cimen ; it contains the 5th, 6th, and 7th scenes of the fourth 
act of the Eunuch only, in which he has fully explained his in- 
tentions and the method intended to be pursued by him in the 
compilation of an entire edition of Terence : the Notes, which 
chiefly relate to ancient customs, &©. and scenic representations, 
display a profound knowledge of Archaeology, and an intimate 
acquaintance with his Author. See Schoell, 1. 1, p. 274 ; and 
Harles Suppl.

Basil. 4to. 1797. 21. 2s. 

Schoell informs us that this edition was printed at his expense 
byDambacb; it was edited, says he, by Brunok, who, disgusted 
with Greek Literature, from the numerous disappointments he 
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met with, employed the latter part of hie life in the perusal of 
Plautus and Terence : he would not permit his name to appear 
in the title-page. There were two copies only struck off ON 
vellum, tl, p. 254. It is very beautifully printed, and is 
rare in this country. 

Reel. 8vo. 1806. Bothe. 

A very respectable edition, in the compilation of which, Bothe 
received no little assistance from a collation of six MSS. ; it is 
accompanied with some notes, which are partly critical and 
partly explanatory ; a Conspectus metricus, and a dissertation 
de Actuum et Scenarum Ratione in Plauto et Terentio. 

HaljE. 8vo. 1811. Bruns. 2s. 

This edition possesses considerable merit, and is favourably 
reviewed by German critics; it is as yet but littie known m this 
country.

Briiggemann, on the authority of Herbert, cites another 
edition of the Vulgaria “ Therentii in Anglicanam linguam 
trgducta. Londinis impressa in Abchurch-Lane, per me Gu- 
lielmum Faques Normannum,” and an edition of “ Terens 
in English,” which Ames has also cited, and as Herbert ob- 
serves, “ from a sameness of character,” Ac. placed it to J.

This translation, says Fiihrmann, is laboured and stiff, with 
a little of the vivacity and humour of the Comedy, and some 
knowledge of the characters. It was succeeded by an indiffer- 
ent translation of the Andria by Fikenscher, and a very good 
one of the Eunuch and Phormio, (in Iambics), by G. G. Kbp- 
ken. Fiihrmann has given a short review of these two versions 
in his Handbuch, 3 b. s. 135-6.

Reiske has diligently examined the early editions, bat unfor- 
tunately was ignorant of the first. He collated the Leipzig 
and Medicean MS. ; but such was his inordinate love of emen- 
dation, that he has set no bounds to the variations he has made 
in the text of his author, some of which are felicitous, but the 
far greater proportion otherwise. Harles justly observes; 
Miram diligentiam et nasum acutum Reiskii : at etiam corri- 
gendi libidinem deprehendes. Textum enim modo faustis, 
modo infaustis avibus crebre mutavit, sive antiquam lectionem 
restituendo, sive de ingenio, quod sagax quidem, at audax 
quoque fuit, corrigendo.” Introd. in L. G. 1. 1 , p. 516. Reiske 
intended to publish a third volume, but from some cause or 
other, it never appeared :--it has been supposed that it was not 
put to press because Reiske and his bookseller could not agree 
as to terms.

Oxon. 4to. 1770. Gr. et Lat. Wartoni. 2 vols. 31. 3s. 

This I consider, upon the whole, the third best book which 
has ever issued from the Clarendon press. It is, says Har- 
wood, “ a very splendid edition, and, after a careful perusal, 
I can pronounce it as correct as it is splendid/’ Warton has 
amassed an astonishing number of various readings obtained 
from MSS. and preceding editions ; he obtained a vast fund of 
valuable matter from the labors of Sanctamandus, who, during 
a residence in Italy, collated numerous MSS. and some of the 
earlier editions. The notes are partly explanatory and partly 
critical, and manifest considerable sagacity ana judgment. 
Warton has incorporated some notes by Toup in this edition. 
The scholia which are given at the end, though much augment- 
ed from the treasures of the Vatican, are without the least order 
or distinction, by which neglect, “ Defatigantur oculi man us- 
que,” observes Klotzius, “ quaerendis tot diuersis in locis, 
quae uuo loco exhibenda erant. Quam molesta sil ilia Warto-

The first edition comprises ten Idyllia only and is greatly in- 
ferior to the succeeding ; the notes are short and perspicuous, 
and chiefly critical : the second edition contains Bion and 
Moschus and the whole of Theocritus— it is by far the most 
critical and valuable which has yet been published ; in it the 
editor has -bestowed very great labour upon the restoration of 
true readings — it contains an amazing fund of valuable illustra- 
tion, which no man was ever so well calculated to amass as 
Valcknaer, who to an almost incredible extent of reading, 
united sound criticism and elegant erudition. To the edition of 
1781 may be safely conceded the title of “ optima.” 


TRANSLATIONS. 

English Versions . 

Lond. 4to. 1786, and 8vo. 1792. (2 vols.) Bion and 
Moschus, with the Elegies of Tyrtaeus, translated by 
R. Polwhele. 

This is the best translation we have of this poet ; it was pre- 
ceded by one by Fr. Fawkes, (in 1767), but “ notwithstanding 
the acknowledged merit of this version, there was still ample 
scope for farther attempts : and we have no scruple in adding, 
that Mr. Polwhele has, in our judgment, produced the best 
translation of Theocritus, &c. which has yet appeared.” Mo. 
Rev. for 1788, p. 308. The notes which are subjoined arc 
selected from those of Reiske, Toup, Warton, Heskin, and 
others; in them the reader will find much useful and valuable 
illustration. There have been several translations of portions 
of this poet by Creech, Dryden, Duke, Bowles, Jabez Hughes, 
Pattison, Hoy land, and others. 

French Versions . 

Paris, 4to. 1795. Trad, par M. Gail. 1/. 

This is perhaps the best translation in the French language. 
There were four others; the first, which is in verse, was printed 
anonymously, (but really by Longpierre ;) and is, upon the whole 
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executed in a respectable manner ; the second is in prose, by 
Chabaaon; the tmrd is by Geoffiry and Chateauneuf; the 
fourth and last is a prose version by M. Gin.

This version passed through various editions at Venice, in 
12mo. in 1726, and in 1744, and at Arezzo, in 8vo. in 1784, 
which last is the best edition : it contains the Annotations of the 
Abb6 Desmarais, and has been carefully corrected in nume- 
rous passages. Apostolo Zeno speakiha of this and other 
translations of Salvini, under the head of his version of Ana- 
creon, observes ; “ Opere tutte deane della pubblic^ luce, onde 
pift chiara renderebbesi al mondo la fama di questo insigne, e 
bene merito letterato, ec.” Fontonini Bibl. L ii, p. 103-4. 
Regolotti eulogizes this translation in very warm terms. 

Torino, 8vo. 1729. Volgarizzato da Domenico Regolotti. 

Regolotti has translated some portions of Bion and Mos- 
chus, which Salvini had omitted. There have been various 
versions of select portions of the Idylls, which have been pub- 
lished among other translations and in periodical publications. 
Regolotti’s translation has been reviewed in Novelle della 
Repub. delle Lettere, for 1730, p. 10-11. 

German Versions . 

Berl. 8vo. 1793. Aus dem Griech. hbersetzt von 
E. C. Bindemann. 

A very excellent and melodious version, in which Bindemann 
has united the rare qualities of fidelity and haimony ; be has 
indeed in many instances so closely followed his original, as to 
translate verse for verse. He has illustrated it with some an- 
notations. It is the best entire version in German. C. A. 
Kiittner has published a pretty good translation of the Idylls 
of Theocritus, Bion, Moschus, and Koluthus, in 1772 and 
1784. Stolberg and others have translated selections.

Coburgi, 8vo. 1763. Gr. et Lat. Fischeri. 7#. 

Before I enter upon the merits of this impression, 1 shall 
present my reader with a short sketch of the history of the 
various editions of the works of this writer. The first edition 
of the works appeared in the Aldine Aristotle of 1498-7: 
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which is perhaps one of the moat iJmWe andbemutifolfaooks 
Aldus ever published,— in which be has manifested great cri- 
tical sagacity And nice judgment;— next fbUow the editions of 
Camerarius and Oportwus, Dsn. Hernias, (to whom we are 
much indebted, notwithstanding the dissatisfaction expressed 
by Haller, Fabricius, and Schneider, to whom we owe the 
editio optima, it is in 4 rob. in &vo.). The History of Plants 
has received much illustration from the laboure of Bottom, 
Scahger, Constantine, Salmatins, Odonus, Aoooromhoni, 
HaHer, Moldenhawer, and others. The oharaoters have been 
edited by Cratander, (who amended numerous passages with 
considerable felicity : his edition is well spoken of by Fischer ;) 
H. Stephens, Lycius, (whose edition is rare and worth con- 
sulting,) Morell, Isaac Casauboo, (who has illustrated his 
author with an incredible and invaluable mass of annotations — 
he, for the first time, presents us with five characters , discovered 
in one of four Palatine MSS. collated by him purposely for this 
edition. Harles speaks very unfavorably of the labours of 
Casaubon :) Benzeling, Gale, Needham, (who has done much 
for these characters ; — the notes of Duport, which are incorpo- 
rated with those of Needham, enhance greatly the value of 
his edition ; the various readings of four MSS. in the Library at 
Paris, of one belonging to the Bishop of Metz, one in the 
Bodleian, one in Trinity College, Cambridge, the MS. colla- 
tions, &c. of Isaac Casaubon, obtained from a MS. of Bona- 
ventura Vulcanius, communicated by Hearne, and the readings 
of a MS. presented to Needham by Hudson are added:) 
Pouw, (of whose labours Fischer speaks very highly ;) Schwartz, 
(see Harles’s Panegyric in his Introd. Ling. Gr. v. i, p. 481 ;) 
Fischer, (this editor has chiefly followed Needham’s edition ;) 
whose observations, as well as those of Casaubon and Gale, 
he has presented us with : he has given a very copious and va- 
luable index and an useful Notitia Literaria. Mr. Dibdin styles 
it “ an indispensable book to the student” Klotzius is very 
severe in his Acta Litt. and peih&ps acrimonious ; he justly 
attacks the pretended modesty of Fischer, who was one of the 
most conceited men that ever existed. — 4< Nactus est,” says he 
“ e bibl. Guelpherbytana, varias lectiones e duobus Codd., 
altera S«c. XIII, altero Saec. XIV. exarato, chart&ceo utro- 
que, excerptas. Horum codicum lectiones ita conveniunt cum 
lectt. editionis Camotianae, vt ex vno eodemque fonte fluxisse 
videantur. Porro habuit principes editos libros omnes, prseter 
Casauboni prim a, et consulnit. Horum fibrorum varias lectio- 
nes ferreae hercle ! industriae Criticus collegit, atque, una cum 
doctorum viromm coniectnris, exhibuit : in texto Graeco des- 
cribendo secntns exemplum editionis Casaubonianae tertto.

Editio Princeps. I had drawn out a Notitia Literaria 
of the different families of MSS. of this History, but my limits 
have obliged me to cut that down, as well as my account of the 
various editions which I shall speak of under the heads of the 
several editors. This (first) edition is excessively rare and va- 
luable and appears to have been taken from a good MS. ; it is 
popular amongst many scholars, and appears to have served 
Junta and Camerarius for the basis of their editions : but the 
latter availed himself of some ancient MSS. with which he has 
collated the Aldine text ; of these MSS. Duker has expressed 
rather a contemptible opinion. H. Stephens, who is the next 
editor, has done more tor Thucydides than all the others put 
together ; for, inasmuch as the preceding editions are of no 
great importance, insomuch is this edition (of 1568) indispen~ 
sable ana invaluable to all scholars. He has diligently collated 
Jive MSS. and the preceding editions, the readings of which he 
has carefully noted, as well as those of a MS. of the first order 
which he has inserted in the margin, and which are not as yet 
identified. He has amended and restored the Scholia in innu- 
merable instances, and illustrated his author with some very 
valuable and critical notes, in which he has embodied the ob- 
servations of Palmerius, Portus, and Acacius, nor have the 
necessary indices or geographical charts been forgotten. This 
edition is followed by that of M. Portus, the principal value 
of which is in the amended Latin version and the Commentaries 
of the editor’s father (Francis). Hudson has given an edition 
of considerable beauty, which, with the corrected Latin version, 
are its chief claims on the attention. Hudson has collated 
three MSS. and the preceding editions; but so negligently, and 
with so little idea of what ne was doing or what his duty 
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obliged him to do, that it were as well had he not done it at 
all. As for using any ability he might possess in attempting 
to restore by conjecture any corr upt passage, that does not ap- 
pear to have entered his head. What he has done, save col- 
lating three MSS. and preceding editions, and reprinting that 
of H. Stephens, is so very trifling, that I had much ado to dis- 
cover it In the Athen. Oxon. is the following Character; 
“ A more exact or more beautiful edition of any classical 
writer has never appeared.” Vol. iv, col. 458. The word ex- 
act, unfortunately for Hudson, is so vague and indefinite in its 
meaning, ihat it will not stand him in stead; for his edition is 
by no means immaculate : the beauty I have already admitted. 
Wasse and Duker published an edition to remedy the scarcity 
and dearness of those of H. Stephens and Hudson, but little 
else has been done than to add one more elegant edition, with a 
few additional notes of no great critical value : — the text of this 
edition was elegantly reprinted at Glasgow, with the Latin 
text, by the Foulises. Alter has given some valuable readings 
consisting of the collations of Professor Tusan, written in the 
margin of his copy of the Aldine edition of a Vienna MS. and 
a collation of passages from Stobaeus. The Bipont editors 
reprinted very beautifully and respectably Dukeris edition : it 
has been a very popular book and is now scarce. The chief 
value of Gottleber and Baver’s edition is the mass of illustra- 
tion, to which the aim of the editors appears, to have been prin- 
cipally directed : — it contains a collation of a MS. of Moscow, 
which belongs to the first family, and one of Augsburgh. In the 
Edinburgh edition, which is supposed to have been superintend- 
ed by the late Dr. Elmsley, tinker’s edition appears to have 
been followed ; the Attic form has been universally exploded : 
it is neatly printed. Gail, in his edition, has done little or 
nothing for his author, though he had free access to the rich 
stores of the Biblioth&que du Hoi, in which there are so many 
MSS., one of which belongs to the first family, the others to the 
second and third. To Bekkius, after H. Stephens, we are 
most indebted, although some little credit is due to Seebode. 
I am informed by an Oxford friend that the edition of HaaCk is 
highly useful, particularly to students ; he has principally ad- 
dressed himself to that no less meritorious office of elucidating 
difficulties and obscurities; but I have not yet been able to ex- 
amine it. He confesses that he is much obliged to Poppo, who 
has published two works on Thucydides, the first entitled Ob- 
servationes critic®, (in 1815,) in' which I find little original in- 
formation, some account of MSS. and a copious collection of ex- 
tracts from the notes of Wasse and Duker, from Dion, Haly- 
camassensis, Moeris, Th. Magister, Pierson, and other materials 
already before the public ; with an occasional reading from a 
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MS. I have not yet been able to procure a sight of his last 
work, which is the more important.

Smith has also translated this 
history, of whose version the Monthly Review observes, “ The 
merit of this translation is superior to any praises we can be- 
stow, &c.”

— Heilmann has presented us with 
a very elegant version, and Jakob also, who has taken the idea 
of the original, which he has expressed in his own words ; it is 
an elegant paraphrase, but as Heilmann’s translation is suffi- 
ciently literal, it has maintained its popularity.

In assigning the title of ‘ princeps* 
to this edition, I have followed the example of Mr. Dibdin : it 
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is excessively scarce and dear. It is executed in a very neat 
Roman character, the same as that used by these printers in 
their edition of Manilius, &c. Fossi, in his Cat. Bibl. Mag- 
liab. has given a very particular description of this volume, 
which he has justly styled “ eximiae raritatis.’ Copies of this 
edition have brought very considerable sums : the Duke de la 
Valltere’s copy produced 710 livres ; Mr. Paris’s 24 L 8*.; the 
Pinelli copy 26/. 5 s. There is a copy in the possession of 
Payne and Foss, which is priced at 21/. The volume consists 
of 81 leaves; a full page or 36 lines. On the recto of the first 
leaf the poem commences, without any prefix, as follows ;

To Pighius, 
Colerus, Physius, and Vorstius,the Republic of Letters is under 
considerable obligations ; but most of all to Torrenius, whose 
edition is an excellent specimen of editorship : it is, however, 
surpassed by Kappius, who founded his edition on the basis of 
that of Torrenius, which he collated with some MSS. and the 
earlier editions. The only English version we have is by 
Speed, printed at London, in 8vo. in 1678. There is an excel- 
lent French version by M. Tarboicher, printed at Paris, in 
1713. W estphal has translated this author into German, accu- 
rately, but very stiffly; nor is the Franckfurt anonymous trans- 
lation (published in 1805-7,) much better than it See Fiihnnan. 
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VELLEII PATERCULI (Hist. Rom.) A. D. 20l 
Lips. 8to. 1800. Krause. 

A ve ry excellent edition, comprising & vast fund of solid lite- 
rature and judictou* criticism. The fust edition did not appear 
till 1520, and is of excessive rarity. Burmaim has given a very 
judicious and erudite recension of this historian, which Ruhnken 
has greatly improved, by an examination of the Ed. Pr. the 
text of which was taken from a Codex Miaibacenns, whose 
existence is more than doubtful, which he has, by sober criti- 
cism and conjecture often amended ; he has incorporated the 
notes and readings of Rhenanus, and other editors in this edi- 
tion, and illustrated it with some of his own. Porson was wont 
to praise this edition. See Tracts and Misc. Criticisms. The 
best English version is by Paterson, printed at Edinburgh, in 
1722. Jacobs has given a faithful and elegant version in 
German, published at Leipzig, in 1793.

Editio Princeps. This is a volume of excessive rarity 
and value; the justice or correctness of whose title to the first 
place in this list has been, and ever will be, a subject of doubt 
and dispute ; but as I have so many authorities in favour of 
the precedence of this edition, I shall venture to place it first. 
I do not think it a matter of the least importance which is to be 

• “ The edition of Virgil in folio, printed at Rome by Sweynheym and Pan- 
nartz, is the Editio Princeps, and this is so remarkably scarce, that, except in 
the Valli&re Catalogue, (No. 2432.) I know not where one has appeared til! 
lately in any collection. It seems, however, that & copy was discovered in a 
monastery in Suabia, whence it has found its way to the collection of a noble 
Earl (Spencer). The anecdote which belongs to it is rather ludicrous. The 
good monks, to whom this and other valuable books belonged, were not, it 
seems , to be prevailed upon, by money, to part with them. It happened how- 
ever, that they were remarkably fond of Old Hock. For as much of thi« same 
Hock as was worth about seven English guineas, they parted with this Virgil to 
a kind friend and acquaintance.. This gentleman sold it again to an English 
dealer in books for £50. and, doubtless, believed that he had turned his Hock 
to vary good account. I have, nevertheless, heard that the nobleman I have 
alluded to, did not obtain possession of this literary treasure for a less saor 
than £400.

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S laced first, whether this or the succeeding, as they are e?i- 
ently printed from different MSS. With respect to the value 
of the MSS. used by the Bishop of Aleria, Haym observes,

which commences the epistle of the editor, the Bishop of Aleria,

The Priapeia is 
wanting in some copies, which deficiency has induced some 
Bibliographers to describe an imperfect and a perfect copy as 
two different editions ; but it may be perhaps necessary to ob- 
serve, that the Priapeia are not mentioned in the Catalogue 
before cited. I shall refer my readers for further information 
to the inestimable Catalogue of Audiffredi, to Quirinus, to De 
Bure Cat. de la Valltere, and to Dibdin’s Bibl.

It appears ex- 
traordinary to me that Mr. Dibdin should have mistaken 
plain Latin sentences as he has done in this place and in other 
cases which I have before pointed out : the work in which this 
mistake occurs is the * Bibliotheca Spenceriana,’ where he ob- 
serves that this edition “ has received the censure of Heyne, 
• Nuper iterum multis, (are the words of the latter, Heyne,) 
de hac editions egit Crevenna, niillo cum fructu ad te, qui in- 
dolem libri et vsum critic um volebas resciscere which of 
course applies to the Crevenna Catalogue, in which we have a 
bibliographical description of the volume, but no mention of 
the merits or critical value : but in the third edition Heyne 
further observes: “ Si vera n arrant editores Edinburgenses, 
Cuninghamus earn inspexit, sub principis nomine ab eo lauda- 
tam.” Praef. p. clxiii. So much for the merits of this volume 
as far as we know any thing of it, the whole of which rests on 
an ' on-dit.’

Va- 
rious are the dates assigned to this edition : Denis supposes it to 
have been executed in 1472, in which Panzer appears to concur 
and endeavours to corroborate this supposition of Denis by 
stating, “ in quodam Catalogo adscriptum est : anno 1472. 
De Bure supposes that it was printed about 1470. Brunet as- 
signs the date of 1469 to it, supposing that it may be perhaps of 
equal antiquity with the Ed. Pr. Mr. Dibdin is inclined “ to 
think that it is at ItaU as ancient as the year 1470 ;” which I 
will readily concede, and it appears to me to be the most pro- 
bable period of its execution, out I cannot suppose it to be an- 
terior to 1470. It commences on the recto of the first leaf, 
thus ;

A full page consists of 32 lines. This edition contains 
the Eclogues, Georgies, and twelve books of the JEneid : it is 
composed of 207 leaves, on the recto of the last of which it 
ends simply with the nine last verses of the twelve books of the 
JEneid. De Bure gives a very copious and efficient description 
of the Editio Princeps and of this edition. The count Re- 
vickzky purchased the Duke de la Valliere’s copy for 769 
livres, which is now in Earl Spencer’s collection.

duties of the editor of so important and so popular a poet as 
Virgil. This edition is exceedingly scarce and of considerable 
typographical beauty. Who this printer Adam may be no one 
knows, but some suppose that it is Rot ; Audiffredi has, how- 
ever, by his arguments, shewn that it could not be Adam Rot, 
and from thence takes occasion to infer that the name of this 
Printer must be * Adamus.’ This edition contains the Eclogues, 
Georgies, iEneids, and the 13th Book by Maphaeus Vegius. 
At the end of the volume we read the date, as follows, with 
the subscription immediately beneath; in which we have the 
name, ‘Adam ;’

An extremely scarce and beautiful edition, which comprises 
the Eclogues, Georgies, JEneids, Opuscula, and Xlllth Book 
of M. Vegius. Bibliographers have unanimously extolled the 
typographical beauty of this yolume, but nothing is known re- 
specting the yalue of its readings, nor has any one attempted to 
discoyer from what MS. it was printed, or whether it was taken 
from one of those which preceded it, as is most probable. 
There is nothing peculiar in the arrangement of the contents, 
which follow in toe usual order, saye that the Opuscula are 
printed on 42 leayes, which are distinct from the rest of the 
volume. At the beginning are 19 leayes which comprise a 
table, a Life of Virgil, and several works relative to the poems 
of Virgil, on the 19th of which is an Hexastich, which is suc- 
ceeded by the following imprint :

With respect to the B. H. which has created so much doubt 
among Bibliographers, being by some interpreted to be the ini- 
tials of the Printer’s name, Panzer honestly acknowledges his 
ignorance ; what is meant, or rather for what purpose they were 
placed there, I cannot fully satisfy myself, and therefore shall 
not trouble my reader with any conjectures. — “ Hanc editio- 
nem, sed rarissimam, in primis cum vulgatis comparari vellem, 
quoniam * post Romanam Venetamque ab ipsis propriis Maro- 
nis exemplaribus, quae Romae in aede Diui Paulb reposita sunt, 
integrum, purum nitidumque opus hoc effluxisse’ in subscriptione 
dicitur.”

It may be necessary to ob-

I am unable from my own actual examination of the contents 
of this edition to determine whether there are really two editions 
of Virgil by these printers or not, having never yet had an op- 
portunity of comparing this with the Princeps, to ascertain 
whether there is any difference between them, and what that is, 
if any ; I shall therefore avail myself of the note of my late re- 
lative, Dr. Hunter, which Mr. Beloe has extracted from his 
copy, and from his actual knowledge of books, I am induced 
to put some belief in the existence of two editions, though four 
have been stated to exist, but which I cannot allow, though I 
may admit of the existence of two ; his (Dr. Hunter’s) words 
are as follows : “ I find no account of this edition of Virgil, 
which was the second published by Johannes Andree (or An- 
drea), Bishop of Corsica ; the first of which he published, and 
which must nave been the Editio Princeps of Virgil, he dedi- 
cated to Pope Paul II. (therefore between 1464, and the be- 
ginning of the first half of 1471), which dedication is repeated 
and makes the beginning of this work : but the inscription here 
is ad Pomponium mfortunatum suum Epistola ; in the end of this 
dedication comes the account of the present edition, in which 
he complains of the errors of the first edition, and promises a 
third if he should be allowed time enough for a careful exami- 
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nation of an old MS. in capitals, which had been lately seat to 
him by Pomponius. We must suppose, that he had not yet 
seen any printed Virgil but his own, and therefore that this 
was probably the next edition of Virgil after the Princeps. 
In his dedication of the Princeps to Paul, he say?, that he un- 
derstood that other people intended to print Virgil, and he 
wishes them success ; therefore if he had ever seen any other 
edition he would have spoken of it. — Being dedicated and in- 
scribed to Pomponius (Laetus), who had been severely treated 
by Paul II. it could not have been published before that Pope’s 
death, or in August 1471 : nor is there a second edition of 
Virgil mentioned in the Catalogue given in by the printers, 
March 20, 1472. It is probable therefore, as he had not seen 
any other edition, that this his second edition of Virgil was 
printed in the end of 1472 or 1473.

an Edition of J uvenal and Persius , 4 absque ulla nota,’ already 
described ; to the critic it is important on account of the nume- 
rous variations, notwithstanding the frequent omission of 
entire verses; — it ought not to be neglected by the future 
editor of this poet. On the recto of the first leaf, without any 
prefix, the text commences. A full page comprises 48 verses. 
Mr. Dibdin has mentioned in the Bibliotheca Spenceriana a 
few of the omissions. It has neither catch-words, paging- 
figures, nor signatures.

sical notion’; in which light, however, conceding to De Bure 
the obliteration of the Colophon, it does not appear to me, for 
it has just as much appearance of antiquity as nis Justin, Quin- 
tilian, or Epistles and Discourses of Pope Leo. It is of some 
importance to the editor of Virgil, as it supplies all the lacunae 
of the previous Roman editions. The text is preceded by 21 
leaves of poetical opuscula of various writers, a table of con- 
tents, and a life of Virgil : on the recto of the 22d leaf the first 
JEclogue commences, as follows :

The text commences on the recto 
of the first leaf, without any prefix. It has neither catch-words, 
paging-figures, nor signatures. At the end of the volume is 
the Colophon, which is immediately succeeded by a tetrastich, as 
follows;

The text is preceded by a life of Virgil ; — at the end of the 
volume, after the table, is the Colophon. The volume consists 
of 278 leaves.

I know not bow to give my reader a better account of this 
edition than by quoting the words of Santander ; this edition, 
says he, is very scarce and deserving of the attention of the 
learned on account of the variations, which are found separately 
printed at the end of the Georgies and of the JEncids. The 
few copies which have come down to us are commonly in very 
bad condition, which may be attributed to the use made of them 
by the Students in the University of Louvain. The first volume 
comprises the JEclogues and Georgies, and the Opuscula, the 
second contains the A2neid. — On the recto of the last leaf is the 
emblem of the printer in which his likeness is pourtrayed, and 
a Colophon, with the date of 1475. On the reverse, in two 
columns, we have the corrections and variations. At the end 
of the second volume we have the same emblem with the follow- 
ing Colophon, (differing somewhat from that at the end of the 
first volume); “ Hunc ego Joanes de Paderborne in westfalia, 
fiorentissima in vniuersitate louaniensi residens : q 3 uis non mihi 
vtilem, in volumine magno et multa materia diffusum impress!, 
multorum peritorum instantia victus: qui sic pro quibusdam 
glosulis inter lineas inserSdis, saltern his qui nundum in eo ini- 
tiati erat opus esse aiebant : non parua data opera vt eum aliis 
emedatiorem et melius punctis distiuctum readere.

A very elegant edition, executed in a neat Roman charac- 
ter, by Antonius, who, as he himself informs us, was the pu- 
pil of Bartholomsus. The volume commences on the recto of 
a 2 with a Life of Virgil, occupying 7 pages : and on the re- 
verse of the 5th leaf commences the commentary of Servius. 
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The first Eclogue begins on the recto of the 6th, thus;

The signatures run in eights, from a to z, 
and then recommence with A, which has 8 leaves also, with 
which the 12th book of the iEneid concludes : the minor poems 
are numbered after the mode adopted in the signatures ; viz. 
running from 1 to 5, (the five subsequent leaves being without 
any figures). On die reverse of the last leaf but one we read 
the following Colophon :

The recto and the reverse of the 
next leaf are occupied by a table of contents. The Museum 
copy which I inspected is very beautifully executed on fine 
VBLLUM, which is in a very excellent state of preservation ; it 
formerly belonged to Jo. Ret. Arrivabene, having his auto- 
graph on the recto of the 1st leaf : the recto of the 2d is sur- 
rouuded by an elegant and classical border, and the capitals 
are beautifully illuminated throughout, by Giulio Romano, 
Anno. ^Et. 28, 1520. Heyne observes, respecting this edition, 
— “ Est ea sane ex nitidissimis, verum ad verbum et ad pagi- 
nam expressa est ex edit. Vicentina, 1479.” p. xc. The 
reader may consult Maittaire, p. 474 ; Bibl. R. Paris, pt. i, 
p. 289 ; Panzer, t iii, p. 236 ; Cat Bibl. Pinell. t ii, p. 387 ;

Having now given such of the editions of Virgil as in my opi- 
nion have any claim either to the attention of the critic or tne 
curious, though among the books printed in the XVth century 
are select portions which are curious, for further information 
respecting which Panzer has cited sufficient authors, by whom 
they are described. The first editor of the XVIth century was 
Erythmeus, concerning whose editorial talents Morhof has 
spoken very favorably ; after Erythtaeus appeared the Aldine 
editions, which, as far as a cursory examination leads, appear 
to have been printed from an early edition : the three first are 
excessively rare ; but the third (of 1514), edited by Naugerius, 
is said to be the best. Between the editions of Aldus and R. 
Stephens are, the curious one of Giuninger, adorned with nu- 
merous wood-cuts, which forms a part of a set of classics by 
this printer, among which arc Horace, Terence, Boetius, &c. : 
those of Junta, which are very scarce, in 8vo. containing the 
works of the poet only ; which were followed by several in 
folio, illustrated with the Commentaries of Servius, Donatos, 
Ascensius, and Jo. Pierius, and adorned with wood-cuts — (of 
the edition of 1542 I possess, (what I take to be,) a fine paper 
copy, with rough edges — it is indeed a beautiful book — it for- 
merly belonged to a Royal and illustrious Duke) : the diffe- 
rent editions of Ascensius, Paganini, Knoblauch, Leschau, 
Hugo, Bebelius, Hilarus, Colinseus, and others. This edition 
of R. Stephens, formed on the Junta text, is rather elegant — 
he asserts that he has greatly amended and restored the Com- 
mentary of Servius. Plantin has printed some 8vo. editions, 
and a folio in 1575, wdth the Commentaries of Valens and 
Guellius, and the corrections of Scaliger; it is a magnificent 
book, and is now rare. The Parisian edition of 1600 is valu- 
able on account of the Commentary of Servius, which is print- 
ed more corectly than in any of the preceding. — The Elzevir 
edition has ever been much prized by the curious, as it is of 
such rare occurrence ; it has been counterfeited : Heyne justly 
censures its inaccuracies, for it is one of the most incorrectly 
printed books I ever beheld. The true tests of the genuine- 
ness of this volume are that in page 1. : the passage Ego vero 
frequentesa te litt eras accipio, and also atp. 91 that, (the verse) 

Si mihi susceptum fuerit decurrere mucus, be printed in red ink. 
Ogilvy in 1658 published a magnificent edition in folio, adorn- 
ed with 101 elegant engravings, by F&ithorne, Hollar, and 
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Lombart, a portrait of Ogilvy by Faithorne, and a chart. This 
edition is excessively rare and preferable to the re-impression in 
1663, because the same plates served also for the latter edition , 
and are consequently much worn. There are copies on large 
paper, of which I possess a copy. The best variorum is that 
of 1680, which is scarce and dear ; the text is taken from the 
Elxevir edition of 1676 ; with the index of Erythraus — it was 
compiled by Emmenesius and Maasvicius, but it is defiled with 
errors : — from this edition Tonson published a very magnificent 
one at Cambridge. To Maasvicius we are indebted for several 
valuable readings taken from the Codex Regius, which he col- 
lated, and upon which he chiefly formed his text. Of the cele- 
brated and invaluable Codex Vaticanus P. Marmorius' pub- 
lished a fac-simile (in 1741 ;) the plates of which were engraved 
by Bartholi — it is a very great acquisition to the critic, as well 
as the curious : not less interesting is Foggini’s fac-simile of 
the Medicean MS. of which there are copies on vellum, one 
of which description was in the M'Carthy collection. — Of the 
Delphin edition* Pegge observes: “This is an excellent 
performance : that learned editor (Ruaeus) took immense pains 
in illustrating his author. Mr. Dryden used to say, he re- 
ceived more light from him in conducting his translation than 

any other.” Anonymiana. Burmann has collated several 

MSS. in the compilation of his edition, but they are all modern 
and of little import : he has given the Commentaries of Servius, 
Philargyrius, and Pierius, and a selection of the Notes of 
Ursinus, Fabricius, Nannius, Faber, Heinsius, and others. It 
is a well printed book, and the best edition yet published. — I 
cannot pass over the pleasing edition of Sandby, the accurate, 
though not immaculate, Edinburgh edition, the beautiful im- 
pression of my late Uncle Baskerville, or the elegantly engraved 

* I avail myself of this opportunity of mentioning a praiseworthy undertak- 
ing of A. J. Valpy, M. A1 in the publication of certain Classics, under the title 
of the Regent’s Edition, which 1 deem deserving of the patronage of the Pub- 
lic. The best text is used, and not that of the Delphin. The Delphin Notes, 
Interpretatio, and Various Readings, arc placed under the Text ; and the Notes 
in the best Variorum Edition arc printed at the end of each Author — The best 
Indices are adopted, and carefully collated with the Text, to prevent faults in 
the references. The reference is made to the Book and Chapter, aud not to 
the page, by which means the same Index will apply to other editions. The 
Notida Literaria from the Bipont Editions, continued to the present time, is 
added. — Thus are incorporated the Delphin, Bipont, and Variorum Editions, 
in this Edition.

Florus, Justin, Manilius, Martial, Panegyrici Vetercs, Pompeius Festus,

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edition of Henry Justice. Ambrogi published a migiifioei 
edition at Rome, taken chiefly from the Vatican and 
Medicean MSS. illustrated with notes; it contains an Italian 
version — its only recommendation is its magnificence. Heyae 
has, perhaps, done more for Virgil than his predecessors ha 
has collated MSS. examined the works of Gronovius, Gnevius, 
and others on Antiquities, and some of the preceding editions; 
but though he has illustrated the sense of his author, added 
useful excursus, and frequently amended his text, there is such 
a fastidiousness throughout die whole, such a c&coethes for 
rejecting accepted readings to make way for some obtained 
from inscriptions, from the conjectures of Heinsius and others, 
and occasionally of the editor, that while I highly extol the 
labours of the scholar, I feel obliged to qualify my approbation 
of the judicious criticism that prevails throughout this work, 
though I most cordially agree with the contributor to the libe- 
ral respecting its beauties. The best edition is that of 1800. — . 
To Brunck we are indebted for his attempts to restore the an- 
cieot orthography ; to Didot, for a sumptuous edition in 1791, 
of which there was a copy in the M‘Carthy collection on 
vellum; which was succeeded by another from the same 
press in 1708, which is more magnificent and accurate than the 
former; it is adorned with elegant engravings — a limited num- 
ber of copies have been taken off. Bodoni printed a very elegant 
edition in folio, in which Didot professes to have discovered 
about thirty errors — the whole impression was limited to 174 
copies. — Of Wakefield’s edition H&rles justly observes; “ qum- 
dam sunt ingeniose et feliciter restituta emendataque ; nmlta 
vero temere infeliciterque tentata.” Dr. Hunter edited a very 
elegant and useful edition, which Heyne has bigh/y extolled. 
Dulau published a beautiful edition, which is said to be very 
correct — it is adorned with engravings by Fittler. Of the Com- 
mentaries I shall not attempt to give any description. — Of the 
Translators I shall present my readers with a brief literary 
notice ; Caxton has set the example by translating the boke of 
Eneydos oute of Frensshe : it is remarkably curious and of ex- 
cessive rarity ; “ quhilke,” says Gawing Douglas, “ that he 
say is Frensche he did translait, it has nathing ado therwith 
God wate, nor na mare like than the deuil and sainct Austin." 
The Earl of Surrey translated the 2nd and 4th Books of the 
iEneid into blank verse; it is, says Warton, “ the first com- 
position in blank verse extant in the English language. Nor 
has it merely the relative and accidental merit of being a cu- 
riosity. It is executed with great fidelity, yet not with a pro- 
saic servility.” — “ In Queenes Maries time florished above any 
other Doctour Phaer, one that was well learned, and excel* 
lently well translated into English verse heroicall certain# 
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bookes of Virgil’s dEtaeidos.” Putlenham. Stanyhurst trans- 
lated the first four Books of the Asneid : of the metre (Hexa- 
meters) Puttenham complains bitterly, “ and such as/’ says 
lie, “ for a great number of them my stomach can hardly digest 
for the illshapen sound of many of his wordes polisillable and 
also his copulation of monosillables supplying the ouantitie of 
a trissillable to his intent.” Golding translated such books of 
the JEneid as Phaer had omitted by way of supplement ; of 
whose merits Puttenham observes, “ for a learned and well 
corrected verse, specially in translation deare and very faith- 
fully answering their authours intent/’ Abraham Fleming has 
translated the Bucolics into Alexandrine verse without rhyme. 
Spencer has given usa“ most beautiful translation of the Cu- 
lex, which Jortin criticised like a pedant, and Heyne like a 
man of taste.” Liberal. Warton calls this <* a vague and arbi- 
trary paraphrase.” William Webbe, as he says, translated the 
Georgies into English verse. Brimsley has translated the Bu- 
colics — Sir T. Wroth the second part of the JEneids — Abra- 
ham Fraunce translated Virgil’s Alexis into English Hexa- 
meters, verse for verse, inserted at the end of the Countesse 
of Pembroke’s Ivy-Churche. Ogilvy translated this poet into 
English verse — he was esteemed “ a good translator, a faith- 
ful interpreter, and one that had dabbled well in another’s 
'Helicon.” Wood. Among the translators of Virgil are the 
following: May, Sandys, Sir J. Beaumont, John Vicars, 
Biddle, Sir J. Denham, Waller, Cowley, Harringtou, Godol- 
phin, Howard, Boys, Fanshawe, Bold, Otway, Creech, Old- 
ham, Fletcher, Sacheverell, Lewkenor, Addison, Dryden, 
(“ He produced,” says Pope, “ the most noble and spirited 
translation that I know in any language.” See Johnson’s 
Lives.) the Earl of Lauderdale, Brady, (a wretched performance,) 
the Earl of Roscommon, Duke, Trapp, (“ His book may con- 
tinue in existence as long as it is the clandestine refuge of 
achool-boys.” Johnson’s Lives.) Sir C. Sedley, Sir W. Temple, 
the Duke of Buckingham, W. Benson, Harte, Pattison, Theo- 
bald, Pitt, (“ Pitt pleases the critics, and Dryden the people; 
so that Pitt is quoted, and Dryden read.” Johnson’s Lives.) 
Strahan, (“ He keeps close to his author, in respect to his 
sense ; and is frequently happy in the imitation of his phrases 
and manner of diction.” Mo. Rev. for 1753, p. i-ii.) Pea- 
cock, (a wretched performance,) Beattie, Hawkins, Andrews, 
Bishop, Atterbury, Neville, Gray, Mills, (“ How little is the 
resemblance between this and the genuine raptures of the Man- 
tuan bard!” Mo. Rev. for 1780^p. 135.) Greene, Caryll, 
Graham, Morrison, Beresford, (“ We hesitate not to declare 
that with regard to a full comprehension of the author’s ge- 
neral sense, we think Mr* B. adequate to the task he un-

dertook, and, in point of fidelity, superior to most or 
all of his predecessors.” Analyt. Rev.) Wakefield, Mar- 
tyn, (“ In this translation and notes, the learned and ingenious 
Mr. M. has shewn a great deal of learning and a thorough 
knowledge of his Author.” Mo. Rev. — I shall avail myself of 
this opportunity of citing the prose translation published by 
Davidson, which is literal and, upon the whole, pretty correct.) 
Sotheby, Deare, (His translation is a very feeble attempt at 
rendering the Georgies into English blank verse. Mr. D. has 
attempted the inverted collocation of the words of the Poet; 
but unhappily with little success : be has often perverted the 
meaning of his original.) Stawell, (“ Mr. S. writes con amore 
on rural matters ; and the gentleman-farmer (that most san- 
guine, and generally most successful of experimentalists,) may 
find materials, or, at least, hints in this volume for the forma- 
tion of new plans and projects of agricultural improvement 
The critical knowledge of Mr. S. might be compressed in a nut- 
shell.” Mo. Rev. vol. lxi, p. 122-6.) and Duppa. — I cannot 
omit the rare and celebrated Scottish Version, by Gawin Doug- 
las : it is a very curious production.

A very curious and rare edition, unknown to several eminent 
bibliographers, and amongst others to Panzer. It is executed 
in verse, and is adorned with a profusion of wood cuts, some of 
which are very spiritedly executed. In the margin we have fre- 
quently the initial words of the text placed opposite the translation. 
We also find a version of the Xlllth book of Maphaeus Vegius. 
On the recto of fol. clxxxvi, this volume concludes with the 
following colophon ;

unable to give my reader a description of the beginning of this 
volume, for, unfortunately, my copy wants the two first leaves. 
The best translations of the Eclogues are by Esmarch, Mein- 
reich, Gericke, and Voss. The best of the Georgies by 
Jakobi and Voss; there are others by Sedletzki, Herz, Es- 
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march, Manse, Krebs, Jung, Burger, and Bock, (the reim- 
pression of 1805 has met with much approbation, but the first 
edition of 1780, was very severely reviewed.) Of the iEneid, 
perhaps the best metrical version is that of Voss, though some 
very respectable ones have appeared, among which may be 
classed those of Schwarz, Crauer, Seehusen, (whose Version 
Reichenbach greatly amended — published at Leipzig, in 1805), 
and Spitzenberger, (whose metrical version met with an un- 
favorable reception in 1796, which he has amended greatly ; 
but it is yet defective as a poetical composition.) 

Dutch Vernon .

This translation has been several times re-printed. 

Danish Versions . 

The first version I am acquainted with in this language is a 
poetical one of the Eclogues, by Roiskilde, which were trans- 
lated also by Andrew Trane, and, with the Georgies in verse, 
by P. Barous, and by Wold in rhyme, verse for verse : the 
Georgies have been translated by Raun, and by Nissen, (a 
literal translation in prose) : the iEneid has been translated by 
Nissen, (a literal version in prose, accompanied with expla- 
natory notes), and lastly in verse, by J. H. Schoenheyder. 

Swedish Versions. 

A. Nicander translated the Eclogues into verse, 1740, and 
the iEneid 1751. 


Polish Versions. 

The Georgies have been translated very elegantly by H. A. 
Przybylski, — a too close adherence to the letter of the original 
has imparted to this version a little harshness, which has some- 
what displeased the Polish literati ; — this scholar, in the pre- 
ceding year published a translation of the JBneid, which is in- 
ferior to this. Dwochowski has greatly eclipsed this perform- 
ance by his translation, which has obtained the unanimous ap- 
probation of scholars. 


XENOPHONTIS, (Opera.) A. C. 360 .

This is the first Edition, which is executed with conside- 
rable elegance : the text has been taken from a very ancient, 
but defective MS, which, however, contains some very excel- 
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lent readings, and, as 1 believe this Edition to be a faithful 
representation of the MS., it is of considerable importance. 
Aldus in 1526, published an edition in which we find a more 
correct text, and as Harles negatively asserts, some conjec- 
tural readings of the editor, Asulanus — the Junta formed the 
basis of this Edition. — The principal merit of Brubachius’s 
Edition is its scarcity. Isingrinius’s Edition is very highly 
commended by Harwood ; it was formed on the Junta text, 
which Cast&lio collated with some MSS., by which, and his 
own conjectures be has considerably amended the text : — but it 
remained for Henry Stephens “ Medicas adhibere manus”, and 
to give us a * nova recensio by the assistance of some MSS., 
the writings of Plutarch, Athenseus, Stobseus and others, he 
has greatly restored the vitious text of his Author. The first 
edition (of 1561) is the most elegant, but that of 1681 is the 
most useful. — Leunclavius is the next Editor of Xenophon, but 
he dying before he had finished this Edition, it was completed 
by Sylburgius; it contains various Readings, the Notes of 
Aemilius Portus, an Epistle of Ohio, a Tract by Hermogenes, 
the conjectures of H. Stephens and Leunclavius, an Index and 
an Appendix. — To Wells we are under some obligations, though 
he was somewhat rash — his knowledge of Geography has stood 
him in stead in his labours on this Author — there are copies of 
this Edition on large paper, one of which description pro- 
duced lately at Evans’s the extraordinary sum of £158. This 
Edition was rather negligently reprinted at Leipzig, by Thieme, 
in which he promised to give an Index and a selection of the 
Annotations of learned men, neither of which has he accom- 

? fished; he has, however, incorporated the Dissertations of 
lutchinson with this Edition. The best Edition of the Works 
is that of Weiske ; it is illustrated with Notes which are partly 
critical and partly explanatory. Of the Institutions of Cyvus 
Hutchinson has given a most beautiful and valuable Edition. 
He collated an ancient MS. in the Bodleian, the Editions of 
Henry Stephens, of Eton, of Basil, of Florence and several 
others. He has presented us with the Annotations of H. Ste- 
phens, Leunclavius, Muretus, M. Portus, and others, and some 
of his own : — the best is that of Zeunius, which is a very ex- 
cellent and critical one : Schneider has published a very good 
edition. Of the Anabasis, Hutchinson has presented us with 
an Edition by no means inferior to that of the Institutions, 
either in elegance or accuracy : besides preceding Editions he 
has collated an Eton MS. and given us the various Readings 
of a Parisian MS. collated by Montfaucon. There are copies 
of this Edition and of the Institutions on large paper, 
which are very scarce and dear, an unique copy of the two is 
worth 104 10s. Zeunius has presented the world with a very 
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excellent edition ; — to Mortis we are under considerable obliga- 
tions. Of the Greek History Mortis has published a very va- 
luable Edition, in which he has greatly amended the text of 
his Author, and paid great attention to the illustration of 
doubtful and obscure passages, and the various points con- 
nected with Geography and History ; it ought to be in tbe 
collection of every Scholar. Of the text of Morus, Zeunius 
availed himself in the formation of his Edition, which he lived 
only to prosecute as far as the Twenty-fifth Section of the first 
Chapter of the Second Book — it was then confided to Schnei- 
der, who has finished it in a manner, in every respect worthy 
of the fame he has so justly acquired. Of toe Memorabilia, 
Eraesti has given a very excellent Edition, (and the best by 
far he ever published,) the text of which was constituted on a 
careful revision of several MSS. : it is enriched with the inva- 
luable Notes of Ruhnken and Valcknaer, and the conjectures 
of Reiske. “ Palman superioribus facile eripit vltima ; quae 
Lipsise 1772 prodiit.” Scnneideri Praef. Stroth reprinted this 
edition for the use of schools. — Schiitz published a very accu- 
rate and useful edition, which attests the critical abilities of 
the Editor — In the following year appeared the learned and 
excellent edition of Zeunius, which, however, the subsequent 
labors of Schneider have completely eclipsed : — the Notes are 
partly original and partly selected from those of preceding 
Commentators, and amongst these are some by Ruhnken, 
which Porson was wont to applaud. Of the CEconomicus, 
& c. Bachius published an accurate and critical Edition, and 
Zeunius has given an Edition of the OpusculaPolitica, Eques- 
tria and Venatica, which is a very excellent and erudite per- 
formance. Before I enter upon the detail of the translations I 
shall recommend to my Readers that valuable acquisition to 
our Lexicography, Sturmius’s Lexicon Xenophonteum.

arah Fielding published an excellent translation of the Me- 
moirs of Socrates. Dr. Well wood has translated the Banquet 
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The Rev. R. Greaves, published in 1793, a very pleasing and 
accurate translation of the Hiero. There are translations of 
the remaining Works of Xenophon, but they are not worth 
notice. 


French Versions .

This is a work of very considerable merit, and is justly appre- 
ciated by the French Literati r — it is elegantly printed, and is 
the one which I should recommend to any one desirous of ob- 
taining a translation of the entire works of Xenophon. There 
are several meritorious translations of separate pieces of this 
Author, by Le Fevre, La Coste, Dacier, Luzerne, Dumas, 
Larcher, and others. 


Italian Versions . 

Venez. 4to. 1588. Trad, da Marc ’Antonio Gandini. 

A veiy excellent translation, which is held in great esteem 
by the Italians. Haym styles it “ bellissima.” Of the va- 
rious translations of this Historian published separately, those 
of Domenichi and Strozzi are the only ones deserving of any 
particular notice. 

German Versions. 

Halle, 8vo. 1801. Feldzug des Cyrus, iibersetzt vnd 
erlautert von A. G. Becker. 

A very good translation ; but that of Halbkart, which is 
illustrated with some useful and learned Annotations, which 
are partly critical and partly explanatory, is by some scholars 
preferred to this. F. H. Bothe has translated the Expedition 
of Xenophon, but it is not much esteemed. The Memoirs of 
Socrates have been translated by Kuhnhardt : the translation 
is elegant, but not always faithful, there are translations by 
Heinze, Neide, and Weiske; on the comparative merits of 
which see Gutsmuths Bibl. der pad. Litt. for 1802, vol. ii, pt. 4, 
p. 353. The CEconomicus, Apology for Socrates, Symposium 
and Hiero have been translated by Mosche.
